perform the duta of administering the degrios which 
he has been accustomed to undertake in the past jet 
I cannot hope and for aarioiis reasons shall not nt 
tempt to replace him m other respects and to gi\c 
that TLSumi of the Uniacrsitjr s iiohicvcmcnts during 
the jear to which Vice Chancellors haio in past 
jeare accustomed us Hut there is one feature of 
the ciistomarj Vice Chancellor s speech which I 
cannot and must not pass Vi\ — must preface my 
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leinaiks by a refeience to those colleagues and 
fellow-woikers whom death has taken from oui 
midst dm mg the past year This year in paiticu- 
lai the sense of loss is necessanly uxipeimost in oui 
minds to the exclusion almost of eveiy othei 
consideiation 

Sii Asutosh Chaudhun was a membei of the 
Senate of the Umveisitv for many yeais in the fiist 
decade of the centuiy and lecently aftei a long ab- 
sence fiom that body lesumed his connection in 
1921 He was one of those many prominent men 
whom Piesidency College has giyen to the public 
life of Bengal Though Sii Asutosh Chaudhun 
niade his mark moie as a lawyer and a politician, he 
was a bold thinker and origmatoi in matteis educa- 
tional whom om Univeisity can ill affoid to lose, 
and his death has left us the poorer 

The next loss to which I must refer is one 
which IS shaied both by the Government and th§ 
Tlniveisity Di Theodoie Olivei Douglas Dunn 
was a scholai whose liteiary abilities had been re- 
cently lecogmzed by his own University of Glasgow 
and whose administiative capacity had but one short 
month befoie his tiagic death been lecognized by 
the Government of Bengal in his appointment to the 
highest educational post within its disposal Jtiis 
death at a time when both the University and the 
Government of Bengal need all the trained educa- 
tional knowledge and ability at then disposal

bowescr — the most recent — nliicb dominates our 
minds to day, one place in the Dmsersity left \acant 
bj death which no one else can cser fill — the work 
of one man ttrniiiiatcd which no other single man 
cm carry on ‘'ir Asutosh Mookerjeo, flic times 
Vico Chancellor, he who to the student and the 
general public represented — nay, uas — the Univor 
siU IS no longci wiCi us and these walls winch 
base so often echoed to his eloquent Comocation 
speeches will iieicr hear again his resounding and 
nas eifiil \oiee His deitli has created a feeling 
akin to consternation for it is not merely an im 
portant piece of the structure of the University 
which has fallen out it is as if (he whole structure 
itself had collapsed 

I shall not attempt to perform again that duty 
which the Senate of the University carried out 
under my presidency in Tunc last on behalf of the 
whole body of the University and its students On 
that occasion I paid my personal tribute to Sir 
Asutosh Mookeijce and tho Senate placed on record 
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CALCUTTA university 


in dignified and fitting language its deep appiecia- 
tion of Ins devoted work for this Univeisitv That 
tiibute IS doubtless well known to j^ou since it was 
lepoited veij^ fully in the piess Less well known 
to you, perhaps, is the tiibute which his colleagues 
in the Syndicate paid to him It sums up what 
those who worked with him week by week on the 
admimstiative body of the Univeisity thought of 
their leadei It was a finelv expiessed tribute, 
w 01 thy oi Sii Asutosh, and I should like to quote it 
as nothing can bettei expiess the admiration which 
his colleagues felt foi him and the dismay with 
which they contemplate the futuie without him 

“ We, the membeis of the Syndicate, in a 
special meeting convened for the pur- 
pose, place on lecoid an expiession of 
oui profound giief at the death of our 
reveled colleague, Sii Asutosh Mookei- 
]ee As Vice-Chancelloi or as an ad- 
visoiy membei of the Syndicate he had 
been intimately associated with its woik 
since 1889 Foi 3^ yeais he placed 
his outstanding intellectual poweis 
and his uniivalled eneigy ungrudging- 
ly at the seivice of his colleagues, 
theieby enabling them to cany out 
a task which yeai by yeai became moie 
difficult, laboiious and exacting The 
lemaikable developments in the woik of 
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tliL l.'ni\crMt\ during the Inst h\o dc 
Cldcs winch it was our prnilcgc the 
nprc‘'Cnt iti\cs of the Senalc to direct 
wore I irgch llic product not on!> of hi*'

services rendered to tlu t iiise of cduca 
tion b} the work which he accomplished 
aN i mcmbci of our bodj , we express 
tlic hope tint the mcnior} of his dcvol 
cd labours iiia> inspire those of us who 
remain and those who follow us to 
imitate Ins gicat example, ind dedicate 
ill the powers which tlic) possess to the 
service of their University and to the 
achievement of that object for which he

Wc all dcploie Ins absence to-da's Had Ins health 
permitted him to be picscnt T feel suie he would 
have indicated to us, in the cleaiest possible 
language, bis vicw^s on the needs of oiii Univeisity 
and the measuies necessaiv to secuie loi it a futiuc 
at once dignified, liec fiom financial woiiy, and 
beneficial to the cultmal and political life of Bengal 
In his absence I do not piopose to entei into a dis- 
cussion of the many pioblems, financial, educational 
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nnd idminislrntno winch nrc ticing the Unuersitj 
The future ib not clcir and in the absence of a 
controlling hand is hkclj to become }ct more obs 
cure But I can and must nnl c one statement 
specific and nncqunocni In both the capacities in 
which I ln\c relations with joii whether as >our 
Chancellor nr as Go\crnni of the Piovmcc, I hare 
one desire nnd one desne oiilj — to assist yon to cx 
tiicnto jouraches fiom your difficulties as soon as 
possible, to cstahlish nnd maintain friendly rcla 
tions between the Unncisity and tbe Gosernment 
and to blond base yoiii financial stability on the 
foundation of a rcoipiocal understanding which shall 
have its roots in mutual trust and bo fice from any 
suspicion of restiaint oi domination As regards 
the deficit disclosed in your last budget wo are 
pledged to its liquidation That pledge we shall 
honour in due course and the only reason why no 
provision for this purpose has yet been made in this 
year s budget is because we are still awaiting that 
detailed statement of your liabilities tor which wo 
have asked to enable us to determine the exact 
amount of the assistance you require Do not lot 
any one suggest tint the Government of Bengal can 
not afford to support its Universities or that it has 
any wish to curtail their academic freedom as the 
price of its assistance There is no foundation for 
either suggestion With good will and mutual con 
fidence let Us unite m tbe common tasl of ensuring 
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the future of Calcutta University both as an 
examining body, and as a home of advanced learn- 
ing and reseaich 

In the latter capacity the University has in the 
last yeai leceived a valuable lecogmtion Let me 
take this oppoi trinity of congratulating you on the 
Fellowship of the Royal Society which has added 
lustre to the name of Professor Raman and incident- 
ally to that of the Univeisity I lecogmse with 
pleasure and admiration the laige volume of research 
woik uhich the Post-Graduate Department is in its 
various departments constantly publishing For 
the moment, however, I feel that the main work to 
he done m connection with the research and ad- 
vanced teaching of the University is consolidation 
Wc must make sure of our gains with a view to fur- 
ther advance later on Its financial basis is un- 
sound We must stabilise it I have already made 
the suggestion that the tiuest memorial to Sir 
Asiitosh Mookeijec’s name the one which he would 
most have piefened would he an endowment laised 
ioi this department as a tiibute to his memory In 
this task Goveinraent will not slink its share But 
1 think that in the iinccitain problems of the future 
Sii Asiitosh w’oiild have picfciied to see his beloved 
Uiineisity Post-Giaduate Department placed as far 
he\ond the reach of Govoinmcnt’s influence as pos- 
sible 1)\ iicnui independently endowed On this 
point Bengal ^\lll in due coin sc indicate its wishes

\snlosli and let us rcinemlier that an essential co 
roll irx of that work of consolidation must ho a care 
fill csarninatioii and strengthening of the supports 
on which that adxaiiccd position is hased In that 
great tas! monoj will al o bo rcipiircd and Goiern 
ment will do its share hut monc\ alone will not he 
siilTicient If we arc to succeed we must put aside 
all other consideration than th it of the welfare of 
the students for whom wc are responsible and with 
single minds and united efforts resolve to he sitis 
fled with nothing less than the best which it is m 
ear powci to gne tluiii

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To those students let me now say a few woids 
of congratulation and encouiagement To-day the 
University foimally sets its seal on the work which 
last year it accomplished on behalf of the hundieds 
of young men and women who have to-day received 
their ceitificates and of those other hundieds who 
aie unable to be piesent to leceive them At Oxford 
and Cambiidge we should say that the Universiiy 
sends them foith to seive God m Church and State, 
and certifies them to be fit for such service Foi 
some of you, I trust, there is in store a brilliant 
career leading to high opportunities of service to 
your country For others, there will be, perhaps, 
but a humble mche and a limited sphere of woik 
J am awaie that in piesent conditions the minds of 
most of you must be dominated by the fear that in 
the crowded state of the market to-day you ma> 
fail to secure scope foi yom energies commensin ate 
with youi abilities I congratulate you on your suc- 
cess and I sympathize uuth your anxieties But to 
all of you I would say, whatever your future may 
be, whether you aie destined to be great or humble, 
remember that vou begin life in debt, and that it is 
your duty no less than youi privilege to lepay that 
debt That is, perhaps, a new and startling thought 
to you I am not refer ring to the state of youi pur- 
ses nor to youi banking accounts I am not refer - 
ring eithei to the latest budget of the University ^

Bengal 
IS erjing out for men who cm scrio her in lanous 
wms lor mstmcc no one who leaves this hall 
to ihj> ought to rest content if when ho takes up 
Ins future worl , he finds that the area in winch ho 
lives IS insuflicientl) provided with either the neccs 
sitics of life or those minor comforts hj which the 
standard of living among the masses may bo raised 
If veil do nothing else jou will at least each 
one of JOU contribute to the formation of the public 
opinion in the centre in which jou live Your 
education has taught jou it is to bo hoped, to think 
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foi yourselves aikI iiol to be led awny b'^ every 
wind of political oi social emotion By jiassing on 
to otbei less foitiinaic than youibchcs in places re- 
mote fiom tlie ciiltinc available in a Univeisit}, 
that iMdci outlook ^\}ncb tlie Unueibit) should 
have given you, if it has not failed in its dutv to- 
wards you, 3’’Ou can lepa^ some of that debt ^^lncb 
3'ou have conti acted by join }caib of stud\ in the 
colleges affiliated to tins Univcisit}. 

I see befoie me main young men and women 
who aie on the tlncsbold ol lile and wlioin it has 
been my pleasant privilege to crown to-day with the 
lew'aids of then ycais of study The Diought uppci- 
most in my mind is how vast aie the oppoitunities 
foi service which await them in this countiy 
above all how gieat are the oppoitunities that await 
the women giaduatcs toi they can cany the iiuits 
of then education into homes which can be leached 
in 110 other w\av So long as the liglit from tlie lamp 
of learning is stopped bj the imidali and does not 
penetrate to those wdio shelter behind its veil the 
task of educating a nation cannot be said to liave 
even begun Tins vision of the benefits w^hich jmu 
can confei upon j^oui countrymen by the gifts of 
learning that you have acquiied, fills my mind and 
®^^gg 6 sts the message w^hich I leave wuth you to-day 
1 do not presume to offei you advice Advice, as I 
said, elsew^heie, is easy to give and easy to foiget 
I do but lemind you that the hall-mark of the'TJni-

I ask these questions but 1 do not nnswci 
them It IS foi you, then leadens and teachers, to 
examine yoinselvcs, fieqiicnth and caiefulli, asky 
mg youiselves these veiy nccessaiy questions, and if 
an honest auswei has to admit defects in the pre- 
paration foi life which you ha^e been able to give to 
those entiusted to yoiii caie, I would iiigc you to set 
youiselves conscientiously and fearlessly to work to 
remove these defects As man does not live by 
biead alone, so too a Univeisity should not live by 
learning alone, but by eveiy activity affecting the 
tiainmg of the human mind and spiiit which can

and enthusiasm for the work of the Univcrsitv nnd 
1 Bhoiild like to express mv verj grateful thanks to 
all those who h ivc helped me no nngrudgingl} during 
the last few months and who have nlw a) s been read} 
to give of their counsel nnd their help in the work 
which lies before us Wc want the assistance of 
men of all classes, creeds, views nnd positions in

should he guided by any party oi hv any clique 
Diffeiences must aiise from time to time and views 
on educational questions are often diveigent, but we 
welcome honest differences of opinion and desiie to 
extend the widest toleiance to those whose views do 
not always sjmchionise with oui own Changes 
there must be fiom time to time in the woiking of 
oui Constitution and in lines of development and if 
these occur I am suie thev will not be looked upon 
as any attack oi leflection upon those who have in 
the past been responsible foi the working of the 
TTniveisity, but rather the woiking out and develop- 
ment of the institution on lines which time and 
expeiience has shown to be inevitable 

It IS in accordance with the fitness of things 
that this afternoon T should make some reference 
to those members of the Senate who have passed 
away since Convocation was last addressed bv a 
Tice-Chancelloi of the Umveisity Since this 
occasion the hand of death has fallen heavily on 
many distinguished oinaments of oui Univcrsit}^

of Public Instruction, and a Pellow of the Univei-

Mr Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

For the second year m succession we meet in 
oui Annual Convocation undei the shadow of a gieat 
sorrow The Vice-Chancellor has leminded us of 
those losses by the hand of death which we buffeied 
in 1924, that yeai in vdiich the University of 
Calcutta was, perhaps, more ciuelly stricken by 
fate than in ahy preceding yeai of its histoiy To 
some of the long loll of Senators and University 
workers who passed away last year I have already 
paid my tribute I have not yet, within these walls, 
expressed my sense of the loss which the University 
suffered through the death of our late Vice- 
Chancellor, following, as it did, so quickly upon the 
removal of that great bulwark of oui University, Sir 
Asutosh Mookeijee As I said last year at the Con- 
vocation, when Sir Asutosh Mookerjee died, a feel- 
ing akin to consternation was created in oui minds. 
In the midst of oui sorrow and apprehension, how- 
ever, we felt that though no one was capable of

ed Yice-Chancellois whom the TJniveisiti has 
known.

in close contact with the woik of the Umveisity 
that one leahzes the stupendous buiden which he 
boie for so many ^nars I am well awaie of the 
almost insuppoitable buidcn of woik wMch Sii 
Ewait Greaves has laid upon his back by accepting 
the office of the Vice-Chancelloiship of this Univei-

economy, but in the inteiest of the intellectual life 
of the colleges themselves It is no gain but a 
definite loss if, by being entirely divorced from any 
share in advanced university work, 3’^oui associated 
colleges gradually become intellectually impoverish- 
ed, so that their students for the B A degiee cease 
to have the advantage of the stimulus which comes 
fiom contact with first-iate minds Lastly let me 
repeat the assurance which I gave you last year that 
Government will give you whatever financial assist- 
ance may be necessary to secuie the ]iermanence of 
this important department of the Dniveisity We 
have made a tentative provision of two lakhs of 
rupees in this yeai’s budget and as soon as your 
essential needs have been ascertained and agreed 
upon, we hope to be able to fix a suitable annual 
grant 

The Vice-Chancelloi’s reference to the Matii- 
culatioii Examination has lemmded us that the 
Dmveisity takes not onlj" post-giaduate teaching,

education, 1 sh ill not discuss on this occasion ns the 
time IS not jet ripe for niij public announcement 
on cither of Ihcui The former subject has been 
much delajed bj" the political crisis which for the 
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last SIX months, has depiived me of the advice of any 
Mmisteis It will have to he dealt with by the new 
Mimstei for Education as soon as he is appointed 
and I hope to be able to resume the conferences 
between the Government and the University author- 
ities before I leave Calcutta for the hills My desire 
as Chancellor is to identify myself with the interests 
of the Umveisity in these and in all other matters, 
and this assm’ance I can give you to-day that if as 
Governor I find it necessary to agree to any educa- 
tional policy in the interest of those for whom this 
University is less directly responsible than tlie Gov- 
ernment, you can rely upon me as youi Chancellor 
to see that the interests of the University, whether 
financial or otheiwise, are not made to suflei thereby 
That IS a definite pledge by wEich you can hold me 
bound during the lemaiiidei of my term of office, 
and m all the problems of University administiation 
01 leconstiuction, I think oui progress w^ould • be 
moie rapid if you w^ould look upon me as the cham- 
pion of University interests in the event ol any 
difieience of opinion wuth the Government 

Let us, m the first place, try to discover the 
points on wffiich we can all agree and from that 
common standpoint w^e shall be the better able to 
appioach the points on which we diftei In one

Tlicse iiordb iierc applied b} Mr Iislici to 
schools in Liigland, but there is no doubt that in 
m ill} of 0111 schools also the nrong things arc being 
taught by the nrong people in the nrong na} But 
admitting this nhat is the reined}? We must 
bring those of oiii students iiho are to be teachers 
into contact nith the highest possible intellectual 
stimulus and uiidci the best possible of all those 
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other agencies which contiibiitc to the maluug, 
intellectually', physically and spiiitually, ol the good 
citizen. So long as youi Post-Giadiiate Depait- 
ment is doing this it is piepaiing men capable of 
laising the piesent low standaid of the schools, and 
IS theieby conliibutiug to the making of that Bengali 
nation which is on the anvil to-day If you can in 
Calcutta cicatc and maintain a leal centie of oiiginal 
thought and cultuie, its effect on the schools and 
so on the nation at laige must eventually be felt 
So without enteiing into details as to loims and 
methods which the Committee is at piesent considei- 
ing, I lepeat that in some foim oi othei your Post- 
Giaduate Depaitment is a civic and national neces- 
sity , for, fiom It wnll oi should emanate those 
cunents of thought which will in time bieak dowm 
the baiiieis of prejudice and ignorance wdiich at 
piesent hampei the nation’s development In paiti- 
culai I would express a hope that the band of WTiteis 
and thinkers w^hom you aie gathering in this home 
of learning may pioduce in then pupils a passionate 
desire to cany the torch of knowledge to every 
village in Bengal [When eveiy young man who 
leaves youi doois with the hall-mark of youi stamp 
upon him also bears upon his heart the impiint of a 
burning passion to extend the light of knowledge to 
those millions of men and women w^ho make up the 
bulk of the Bengali nation the masses then you

When I addiessecl Convocation just a yeai ago 
we had to deploie the loss of many distinguished 
Sencrtors fiom amongst our numbers but I am glad 
to say that during tlie past yeai the hand of death 
has not pressed so heavily upon oui body 

We lecoid, however, with sorrow the death of 
an Ex-Chancelloi of oui University, the Marquis of 
Curzon, our Chancellor from 1899 to 1904 He 
illuminated and adorned every work to which he set 
his hand, hteiaiy, political and educational, and as 
Viceroy and Goveinor-Geneial of India, Secietary 
of State foi Foieign Affaiis and Chancelloi of oui 
sister Umveisity of Oxfoid he has left behind him 
a name which will always be memoiable both in 
India and in Gieat Britain His love foi Calcutta 
ifc enshrined in the pages of the book which was 
published shoitly aftei Ins death and to which he 
had devoted the scanty houis of leisure left to him 
in a life devoted to the seivice of India and of his 
motheilaiid. 
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Lord Cirmiclncl too, our Kcclor from 1912 
1017, tins rcccntl) pi^ed nwnj Hie gcnml nnd 
Kindlj iieisonnhtj is rIiII fresh m our memories nnd 
Ills interest in Indin remained uiinbtted until the 
end 

Dcstli lins also remosed a scry dislinguislicd 
scliolnr in Sir Rsnikrishna Bhandarkar, uho was an 
Hononrj Fellow of this Unirersity for manj years 
nnd whose scliolirly reputation for Sanskritie learn 
ing e\tcnded far beyond the confines of India 

In August last death also rcinoicd from amongst 
us a very familiar figure within these walls for many 
years, Mnhcndrannth Bay, Dean of the b acuity of 
Law and an elected Fellow of this Umacrsity from 
the soar 1801 

He served this University in many capasitics, 
as an Esamincr, as a Member of various Boards of 
Studies and Faculties, ns President of the Boird of 
Aofounts and as a Member of tho Syndicate A 
distingiiislicd Mathematician, an able and accom 
phshed 1 ivvycr and above all a courteous and kindly 
gentleman wo shall long miss him from our midst 
Death has also claimed during the past year 
Mr Saradaranjan Hoy who for many years served 
tho eause of education as Principal of "Vidyasagar 
College and wo have also to record the deaths during 
tho past year of two distinguished graduates of the 
University Cluttaranjan Das and Surendra Nath 
Banerjea The political life of India and of this 
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Province had claimed them as her own and their 
names will ever be remembered in that connection 
but we are piond to number them amongst the 
alumni of Calcutta Tlmversity and we gratefully 
lecord the services which Surendia Nath Baneijea 
rendered to education as a teacher at the old Metro- 
politan College (now the Vidyasagar College), at the 
City College, and at the Presidency Institution 
which we know as Ripon College and as membei 
of the Senate from 1905 to 1909, and we are like- 
wise grateful for the service Chittaranjan Das ren- 
dered to education whilst Mayoi of this City in lay- 
ing the ground- work of piimaiy education iindei the 
segis of the Coipoiation 

The Post-Graduate Department 

I now tuin to the Post-Giaduate , Department 
which has occupied a good deal of the eneigies _ of 
the Dniveisity during the past year 

At the time of the last Convocation the Post- 
Giaduate Committee, which had been appointed by 
the Senate on the 27th September, 1924, to ascei- 
tain if retrenchment in the Department was possible 
and to consider whether the pay and conditions of 
employment and service of the teaching staff was 
satisfactory, and to make recommendations to these 
ends, was still sitting Its report is now a matter 
of history and the details of its recommendations 
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lire \\pll Known to %oii Its libours nsjoiiKnow, 
were Iicu’j nnd ils sittings winch began in Noicm 
ber, 1'121, did not end until tlic Olh Mn\ 1025 In 
nil it held some 73 meetings and the Senate otcii 
pied some fiic sitting m considering its recoin 
menihtions nnd I should like to take this oppor 
tiinitj of csprcssing the thanks of the Uniicrsity 
to those who tool part in its dihberations nnd who 
dciotcd their tunes so nssiduonsli and iingriidgingh 
to this work It IS inaidioiis perhaps to incntioii 
nn\ names in this connection hot I do desire to 
take this opportuiiitj of expressing my own thanks 
to the Ilonorarx Secret irj of that Committee Mr 
Pramnthanath Panerjee for his untiring labour in 
tins connection nnd to Mr Sy amaprasad Mool erjee 
for his work at the concluding stages of our deli 
bcrations which made jiossiblc the completion of the 
report in the month of May 

The inicstigation, I can say without hesitation, 
aias a thorough one We explored every depart 
ment of Post Graduate work and if the enquiry did 
not disclose the possibilities of the retrenchment for 
aihioh some of Us hoped the Committee have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their labours have 
resulted in putting the finances of the Department 
on a stable footing and of removing the sense of 
uncertainty amongst the workers in the Department 
which had hung oVer their heads as a heavy cloud 
tor months nnd I luay say, for years The corollary 
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of the conclusion of the woik of the Committee and 
of the adoption of the repoit by the Senate with 
some slight modifications was the settlement with 
Government of the lecurnng giant to be made for 
the woik of the Department With a vrew to arrive 
at this you, Sir, weie good enough to invite repre- 
sentatives of the University to a Conference at 
Daijeelmg m the early days of September last 
The first meeting took place under your Chairman- 
ship and the second was presided over by Sir Abdur 
Kahim, who was then the member of your Execu- 
tive Council in charge of Education These meet- 
ings were followed by a further conference in the 
early days of January of this year Meantime the 
accounts of the University had been subjected to a 
thorough and searching scrutiny at the hands of the 
Finance Department and the Education authorities 
of the Governipent And although the amount of 
the giant still awaits the final sanction of the Legis- 
lative Council we are not without hope that these 
meetings have paved the way for a settlement of this 
much vexed question which the Umveisity can ac- 
cept as equitable and which should stand for the 
next five yeais I liope, sii, that you will allow me 
to offei to you as Chancelloi of the Umveisity oui 
grateful appieciation of what you have done to make 
this settlement possible 

We realise the difficulty of the position foi you * 
as Cliancclloi you had to considei the claims and 
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needs of tlio Dmvcrflitj whilst ns licsd of the Pro 
Mneo jou Imd to besr in mind the inniiifold clnims 
tint conic from nil quarters for fin incinl nssistsiico 
from the funds si the dispossl of Gosernmenl I 
doubt if the sstisfnctorj Bcttlemcnl iihich we hue 
rcsson to hope mss he rtsched would hs\L heen 
possible without jonr intervention nnd I feel sure 
tint it will ho s source of sstisfsctioii to joii to feel 
tint jour csertions to this end hnve not been in 
vsin 

The position of n Univcrsitj seeKiiig sssistsnco 
from Government is nlvvnjs n difficult one It Ins 
to assert and mnintsin its cherished independence 
free from Government control on the one hand and 
on tin, other to satistj Government that its claim 
for assistance is well founded It has to insist that 
there should he no Government control or direction 
of its academic activities and to maintain that 
of those activities it must be the sole and only 
judge it has at the same tune to jiistifj its claim 
for a grant bv showing that there is no undue vv i to 
in its administration I trust that ns a result of 
the settlement at which wo hojio to arrive the Uni 
versitj niaj be free to carrj on its activities and 
improve and shape and c\tcnd those activities 
without recourse to Government and that for the 
next five jears the fmaneinl assistance now bo 
accorded to the Umvcrsitjr by Government may 
enable the University to continue and impiove its 
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work and that there may be no further recourse to 
Government except perhaps for any necessary capi- 
tal expenditure on new buildings 

I feel suie that it is in the best inteiests of the 
University that the settlement now to be arrived at 
should be a final one for at least a period of years 
After the Darjeeling Confeience, to which I have 
referred, the Umveisitv felt itself free to make the 
too long delayed appointments in the Post-Giaduate 
Department in the place of the existing appoint- 
ments which had expiied on the 31st May last and 
which had been renewed temporarily pending the 
financial settlement with Government 

The Appointments Board, which had been 
formed as a result of the recommendations of the 
Post-Graduate Committee, met in November and 
spent two veiy strenuous weeks in scrutinising the 
work and qualifications of the candidates for 
appointments, helped by the recommendations 
of the respective Boards of Studies and of the 
Executive Committees of the two Post-Gradfiate 
Councils of Arts and Science The Board had a 
difficult and delicate task they were lifnited on the 
one hand by the lesouices at then disposal whiqh 
w'eie conditioned by the calculations upon which 
the application foi Government assistance was 
based and on the othei hand there weie the claims

RESK\Rcn Work of Post-Graduate Perartt^iekt 

I should like to refei for a moment to some of 
the Reseaich woik earned out m the Post-Giadiiate 
Depaitments since the last Convocation I tmn 
fust to the Depaitment of Science 

Piofessoi Raman, Palit Pi ofessoi of Physics, 
lepoits that the work earned out by himself and 
his collaboi atoi s has lesulted in developments m 
thiee directions, histly in the discoveiy of a new 
optical phenomenon exhibited by all liquid surfaces 
generally, the study of winch is of significance fiom 
the standpoint of molecular physics and physical 
chemistry Three papers on the woik done hy him 
in this subject in collaboi ati on with Mr L A 
Ramdas have been published by the Royal Society 
and a new pathway of investigation into the 
nature of liquid surfaces and then molecular be- 
haviour has been opened up Secondly, as a result 
of investigations earned on by Piofessor Raman 
m collaboration with Professor Sogani of the 
Benares TTindu Umveisity a new optical effect 
shown by emulsions has been discovered and a fiist 
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in Geimany, on the Stiactuie of the Benzene . 
Molecule befoie the Mendeleff Congiess of Chemis- 
tiy and befoie the Physical Institutes in Leningrad 
and Moscow duimg his visit to attend the bi-cente- 
naiy of the Academy of Science of Russia 

Professoi Raman is also engaged in wilting a 
hook on his investigations on Light Scattering and 
IS contiibutmg four chapteis on the Theory of 
Musical Instiuments to the new Handbuch des 
Physik 

Piofessoi Raman has recently placed before the 
Univeisity a scheme foi the development of leseaich 
in Physics which involves the building and equip- 
ment ol a special laboiatoiy adjoining the College 
of Science 

I have no doubt of the need of such a laboiatoiy 
il a gieat school of Physics is to be developed by 
the Umveisity but unfoitunately the Univeisity has 
no lunds available foi this puipose and under the 
lei ms of the Paht Trust capital expendituie of this 
natuie cannot be undertaken out of this Tiust Fund 
1 commend tins scheme to any would-be benefactoi 
ol the Univeisity as I feel sine it would add lustuie 
to the name of the Univeisity thioughout the woild 
.ind benefit the scientific advance of India

As to the impiovement in pay, the University 
in May last issued a circula] (No 228) to all the 
non-Goveinment Schools in the Piovince which, I 
hope, will maik the beginning of an improvement in 
the pay of teachers in the schools which is still, 
howevei, fai too low I am glad to say that many 
schools have alieady fallen in with the suggestions 
of the circular and raised the pay of their staff In 
the same ciiculai we have insisted on the introduc- 
tion of a Provident Puiid and in many schools this 
has alieady been staited 

Improvement of pay and prospects must be 
gradual progressive and it is not possible for the 
Univeisity “ by a stioke of the pen ” to raise the 
salaries to the standard to which we must aim at at- 
taining This must be done giadually and a too 
rapid use would onl}'’ lesult in the desk ucti oil of 
many of the existing schools in distiicts wheie they 
aie badly wanted which would not be in the interests 
eitliei of the teacheis themselves oi of the scholars 
of tliose schools

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( I have only been able in the course of this Ad- 
dress to deal with a few of the problems which aie 
confionting the Univeisity at the present time 
Theie aie many otheis, consti native and adminis- 
trative, which have to be faced 

The activities of this Univeisity aie many and 
far-ieaching and we must bewaie lest the larger 
problems which have to be faced aie lost sight of in 
the minutiae of details which pi ess iixion us day by 
day 

The pioblem of the futuie careeis of oui 
students is one of these pioblems that I suppose 
pi esses insistently upon all of us I am continual- 
ly coming acioss the finished products of oui Uni- 
versity, many of them with excellent Univeisity 
caieeis behind them, seeking foi employment 

How fai the University can help in this direc- 
tion is a matter which calls for consideration I am 
reminded that it was with the help of this Univeisi- 
ty that Captain Petavel as a Lectuiei m the P6st- 
Giadiiate Depaitment on the Poveity Problem was 
enabled to develop his scheme foi dealing with 
middle class unemployment, for which he claims to 
have found a solution and I am only sorry that he 
has been unable from lack of funds to demonstrate 
the working of his scheme on a large scale, for it is 
by such a demonsti ation that it can alone be tested

I sddross jon this jeir with the knowledge 
that four years have passed since I first beeame jour 
Chancellor and that but one year remains m which 
I may continue to share with you some responsibili 
ty for the welfare of this great Unncrsity 

As I look back on the years that have passed 
I am struck by the extent to which my ability to bo 
of soivice to you has been diminibhcd by the fact 
that I am also the Governor of the Proaince In 
England there is a legal convention that the King 
can do no wrong In Bengal I find there is a poh 
tical convention that the Governor can do no right 
It is undoubtedly unfortunate for the University to 
have for its Chancellor one who is so seriously 
handicapped This dual role winch has been en 
trusted to me by statute, is a very difficult one to ful 
fil The good intentions and benevolent efforts of 
Chancellor Jekyll are for ever being frustrated by 
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the evil lepiitation of Govcinoi Hj^de ' I lealizc 
now, as I look back, that at these annual convoca- 
tions in the past I have made the mistake of tiying 
to peisuade yon that Hyde was leally as good a man 
as Jekyll In the belief that yon would natuially 
trust youi Chancellor I liave asked you to show equal 
confidence in the Govcimnent of which he was also 
the head I have found, howevei, that youi in- 
stinctive mistrust of the Goveinoi has determined 
youi attitude towaids 3mii Chancelloi when j^ou 
find him to be the same man This yeai I propose 
to collect that mistake I shall not saj’ one word 
to you as Goveinoi of the Province I disown that 
wicked pel son altogether I speak only as your 
Chancelloi, and I shall leview the past year as the 
Yice-Chancelloi lias done fiom the standpoint of 
the Ilniveisity alone 

In the fiist place, let me congiatnlate the Um- 
veisity upon the unconditional suiiendei of the Go- 
vernment in the matter of a giant foi the Post- 
Giaduate Depaitment You know, of couise, how 
urgently we have lepiesented to the Government the' 
needs of this Depaitment and how long we have 
waited foi a satislactoiy ansiver A year ago we 
were promised help and asked to letiencll oui ex- 
pendituie Then we appointed a' Committee to go 
into the whole question That Committee conduct- 
ed a most laborious examination of the position and.

differences between them and the University were 
meiely a matter of arithmetic, and we urged them 
not to spoil the effect of a generous act by a petty 
squabble about insignificant details We argued 
with them for a long time ; at first the task seemed 
hopeless, but at last we waimed their cold hearts, we 
widened their poor naiiow little minds, and we won 
fiom them a giudging consent ^ In order to make 
oui victory quite sure we then went all foui of us 
the Cliancelloi , the Governor , the Education Mem- 
ber and the Einance Membei and tackled the other 
three membei s of the Government, whom we over- 
powered by foice of numbers ' The result is, gentle- 
men, that if the University figuies piove to be cor- 
lect, we shall leceive thiee lakhs of rupees , if not, 
we shall leceive thiee lakhs of lupees, less the 
amount by which oui estimates of income are found 
to be in defect of the actual leceipts Mr Donald, 
the Member in chaige of Education, is present heie 
to-dav and I am glad to take this oppoi tunity of ex- 
pressing to him the thanks of the Umveisity for the 
help he gave me on that occasion, and my own sym- 
pathy with him in having, like myself, to support a 
dual personality > The method so successfully em- 
ployed on this occasion I hope to employ with equal 
success in othei matters which are pending between 
the Government and the University 
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Lndics imd gentlemen, I nm delighted to heir 
of the imount of recognised rcseircli «orh that the 
Umtersitj is producing and I trust, now that our 
wotKero arc freed from in^ietj as to their future 
that the record of the Uiincrsitj iti tins respect will 
coiitmiic to improse I nm glad especiallj to note 
that Professor Raman who comhiiics with Sir 
Tagadis Rose and Sir P C Raj to form our local 
scicntifu, coiistcllntion consisting of three stars of 
high magnitude each with its rciohing satellites 
continues to add lustre and reputation to the Uni 
\crsilj which he has adopted as his own I tal c tins 
opporluintj ilso of cniigritiilating him upon his re 
cent visit to Russia, and I feel sure that he im 
pressed Ins hosts quite as much as thev impressed 
him 

I now leave the Post Graduate Department 
with an assured future and an ever increasing re 
putation for scliolnrship and research and I ask joii 
to direct jour attention to the colleges iiid the 
schools Thej after all form the foundation of our 
Umvorsitj and we must not neglect the foundations 
while we arc strengthening the roof The revision 
of the Matriculation Regulations is urgent and the 
revised proposals of the Umiersitj are now awaiting 
the approval of Government With the help of the 
Education Member which recent CNiienencc justi 
fies me in counting upon, I have cvcij' hope that I 
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may obtain fiom tlicm an early and sntisfaclory de- 
cision m this mattei also Among the pioposah of 
the Univeisity is the fai-ieaching one that Bengali 
should leplace English as the language of instiuc- 
tion and examination in the schools T am not able 
to tell you what the attitude of the Goveinincnt on 
this mattei may be, but T should like to say some- 
thing about it as Chancclloi It has always stiuck 
me, when I have visited the schools in this country, 
that, in addition to having to acquiic a knowledge of 
seveial languages, the scholais aie sevciely handi- 
capped by having to study cveiy subject in the 
medium of a foieign language, and T am ceitam 
that this must consideiably letaid then progiess I 
have, theiefore, complete sympathy with those who 
would like to see the mothci -tongue substituted for 
English Unfoitunately, as happens so often in 
India, the application of such a piinciple is not 
neaily so simple as it appeals li Bengali ueie tlie 
mothei -tongue ol all the scholais in the schools of 
Bengal, the piinciple foi which the Univeisity con- 
tends could and would have been applied befoie now 
The only difficulty is that theie aie many scholais 
to whom Bengali is as much a foreign language as 
English What then is to be done in such a case? 
There are two piinciples which must, I think, be 
conceded, and if they are accepted, a solution should 
not be difficult The fiist is that the inteiests of a 
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nnjonlN slionlil not lie coniplitolj snliordimtod In

to the students if the teaching of English, as a 
separate subject, ueie allowed to detcnoiate I 
hope, theiefoie, that if the mam piinciple is con- 
ceded, the Unueisit} authoiitics will considei m a 
libeial spiiit how (he mteiest‘^ of niinoiities maj be 
safeguarded and will take steps to secure an im- 
provement in the teaching of English at the same 
time that English is abandoned as the medium of 
mstiuction in all subjects 

There is one other comment which I should like 
to make while I am on this subject This change, 
which the University has asked for. is not. as '?omc 
have suggested, a re^crsal of Lord Macaulay's edu- 
cation pohc), but rather a lecoguition of the com- 
pletion of its purpose In Lord IMacaulay's time it 
w'as certain, nr the words of the Committee of 
Public Instruction of that day. that “ the vernacu- 
lar languages contained neithei the liter ai.v nor 
scientific infoimation necessai\ for a liberal ediica- 
tion.’ Macaulay aimed at creating a body of In- 
dians who would among other things lefine the ver- 
nacular dialects of the country, and by euiiching 
them with the terms of science borrowed from the 
nomenclatuie of the West, render them by degnees 
fit vehicles for conveying knowledge to the great 
mass of the population,- - If you aie convinced -that 
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the time has come when jour mothci tongue should 
bo entrusted with the tish of convejing all the 1 nov- 
ledge required in schools, it is merclv a triumphant 
aindication of that policy The late Mr J D 
Anderson described Bengali as one of the great c\ 
pressue languages of the world capable of being the 
vehicle of as great things as any speech of men A 
language which can be described in such words is 
surely a fit vehicle for the instruction of the boys 
and girls of Bengal 

There is one other subject referred to by the 
Vice Chancellor on which I shall like to common* 

Now that the question of the Post Graduate Do 
partment has been satisfactorily settled and the re 
vision of the Matriculation Regulations is nearing 
accomplishment the establishment of i Boird to 
deal with Secondary Education remains the out 
standing question which is likely to occiipv the at 
tention both of the University and the Government 
in the present year I sincerely hope that before 
Mr Justice Greaves retires from the office of Vice 
Chancellor and before I cease to bo jour Chancellor, 
this much needed reform may be accomplished in a 
manner acceptable to all parties The Vice Chan 
cellor has mentioned three conditions as representing 
the present views of the University I can assure 
him that I find nothing to quarrel with in those con 
ditions though it must be admitted that the second 
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involves a veiy real depaitnie from the lecommen- 
dations of the Sadler Commission I can piomise 
him my peisonal co-opeiation to secnie a settle- 
ment on these lines in the few months lemaimng 
to us in oui lespective offices The speech which he 
has made to-day and the confeiences which have 
aheady taken place on the subject encourage me in 
the belief that this question is now ripe foi solution 
The outstanding fact must be appaient to all of us 
that there is at piesent no leal concitructive contiol 
of the school system of Bengal I am awaie of the 
devoted labouis of some members of the Syndicate 
to whom deseiving tribute has been paid to-day, but 
the deep, fai-ieachmg changes lequiied in the whole 
school system can only be earned into effect by 
whole-time admmistiatois, woiking under a body 
possessed of a moie vaiied experience and fai moie 
lepiesentative of the various inteiest in this pro- 
vince of Bengal than that which at present adminis- 
ters it My meaning wull be cleai if I ventuie to 
remind you that the viitual administrative control of 
the whole school system of the piovince lests with a 
school committee which includes no lepiesentative 
of mdustiy, noi of commeice, noi of tiade, no engi- 
neei, no doctoi, no teacher in schools, no scientists, 
no lepresentative of agricultuie, no woman , it con- 
sists solely of members of the gieat profession to 
which you. Mi Vice-Chancelloi , belong, and ol

stage At this stage they are taught in niany 
cases in immense classes which preclude the possi- 
bility of individual attention, and this at a time 
when they have scarcely learnt to carry on indepen- 
dent study I am glad to know that you are care- 
ful] y consideiing the lequest of the Government of 
Bengal that in a few cases schools shall be permitted 
to add small intei mediate classes in which moie in- 
dividual attention may be given The lesults of 
these veiy desirable experiments, should they take 
place, will be watched with interest As legards the 
three years’ Honours course, I can only say that I 
attach much value to the proposal, and I hope you 
will not allow it to be shelved 

It cannot fail to be a mattei of regret to every 
member of this Univeisity to consider how little it 
has yet benefited fiom the wise counsel of the Sadlei 
Commission Without insisting that that advice 
was perfect, without emphasizing every detail of 
then recommendations, I am sure most of us feel 
that on broad issues they were right But I find a 
tendency to challenge even some of their fundamen- 
tal recommendations and to test over again issues 
that it was thought weie at any rate theoietically de- 
cided, With the lesult that almost every XTmveisity 
in India has benefited moie fiom the labouis of that 
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Commission tlnn the one Avliich tliej spcciallN 
sought to help Of course, gentlemen, loii lm^e 
e\erj right to trj oier those issues once nguii but 
if the result is imotion mil stsgmtion the sen ice 
^ou do to >our Unl^ers^t^ is equnocil Tn the 
uords of I3url e let us rither run the risk of full 
iiig into hiilts in a course whieh leads us to net uitli 
ellect and cnergj than to loiter out our dnjs nithout 
bhmt and aaithout use 

Public life he tells us in another passage 
IS a situation of power and cnerga he trespasses 
against lus dulj who sleeps upon his watch ns well 
as he that goes oicr to the eiicini Let us tnl o 
warning in this matter from the storj of Tnrqiiin and 
the Sibjlline books An old woman jon will re 
member, brought nine liooks which she slated to 
contain duint oracles and ottered to sell them to the 
king for a certain sum The king laughed at her 
and called her mad for demanding such a price She 
then burnt three books and offered the si\ at the 
same price The king laughed all the more There 
upon she burnt three more, and offered the remain 
ing three at the original price Tnrquin, struck 
with her pertinacitj, finallj consented to giie the 
whole price for the remaining three books Ulti 
matelj the three books became one of the most treas 
iired possessions of the Roman Republic being placed 
under the care of 15 commissioners whoso duty it

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was to consult them on an oidei of the Senate I’ 
do not anticipate tliat the Sadlei Commission’s Re- 
port will evei receive tlie veneiation ultimately con- 
ceded to the Sibylline books, but by the continued 
neglect of it we aie losing something we can nevei 
leg am, just as the King of Rome lost six of the books 
by his piociastmation Eveiy day we loitei,, the 
problem is becoming haider to solve , vested inter- 
ests aie growing up and being consolidated ; and I 
feai that unless we aie stimulated into action hy feai 
of the due practical consequences which lesult fiom 
piociastmation, such as those winch you, Mi Vice- 
Chancelloi, lecently touched upon in your public 
pionouncement at Seiampoie, we may lose not six, 
but the whole nine of oui Sibylline books, and live 
to legiet the iiietiievable loss of tieasuies that with 
gieatei resolution and decision we might have made 
oui own, to the benefit not only of oui selves, but of 
geneiations of oui descendants 

I must not foiget that tlie object of all our soli- 
citations oui work and anxious caie is the student, 
and as the students aie piesent to-day in fai gi eater 
number than the piofessois and tutois, I ought pio- 
perly to addiess the bulk of my lemaiks to them I

IS the poncr to confer liononn (legrecs on tlinse 
nlio in the words of the Indnn llnncrsitics Act In 
reason of eminent position and sttsinmcnls are 
deemed fit snd proper persons to reccne such 
degrees There can be no doubt shout the fitness of 
Sir William Ewart Greases He ir oiir Vice Chan 
ccllor and therefore one of us but this cicning ho 
is amongst us as a guest whom wo desire to honour 
and by honouring him to honour ourscUos The 
University has decided to confer upon him the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Law’ and it is the 
established custom on such occasions to refer to the 
attainments by reason of which the recipient is ad 
mittcd to the degree To such an audience which 
has had ample opportunity of estimating his services 
to the advancement of learning, it would be super 
lluous for me to dilate at length upon the many 
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qualities that distinguish Sir Ewart, and so I shall 
content myself 'with touching very briefly upon what 
he has done 

He joined the High Court of Calcutta as a 
Puisne Judge in March 1916 and quickly established 
a reputation foi depth of knowledge, sobiiety of 
judgment and bieadth of vision Not content with 
canying out the exacting duties of the Bench, he 
devoted a great part of his leisuie to social work in 
Calcutta and on the lesignation of the late Mi 
Bhupeiidranath Basu from the post of Vice-Chan- 
cellor, Sir Ewart Greaves, in response to the Chan- 
celloi’s invitation, cheerfully shouldered the respon- 
sibilities of a post, which is no sinecure but makes 
the most exacting demands on the time and energies 
of the holder It was, therefore, at gieat saciifice 
of personal leisure and convenience that he accepted 
the Vice-Chancellor ship, but having done so he ap- 
plied himself with characteristic energy and zeal to 
his new duties, determined to master the details 'of 
the complex organization which Calcutta TJmvei- 
sity has become 

He will have held the Vice-Chancelloishrp with 
credit to himself and profit to the University for two 
years and it is only fitting that we should show oui 
appreciation of his services by conferring Upon him 
a doctor ship in the subject, which is pre-eminently 
his own To cany out merely the ordinary every-

Aiiotlior reform introduced during Sir Pwnrt s 
Vice CInncellorabip — n reform wliieli mnj, pcrlnps 
nppcnr sinnll in itself but wliicli sbould prove verj 
beneficnl to Btiidents — m tbe earlier publicntion of 
examination results Tins was tbe direct result of 
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the Vice-Cliancelloi^s close supervision of the Uni- 
versity work and was made easiei by the loyal co- 
opeiation of the staff And I imagine that a gieat 
deal of the ciedit foi stiffening the standards in this 
yeai’s examinations may justly be given to him 
Anothei indication of Sii Ewait’s deep fai- 
sighted mteiest in education is the thought and caie 
which he has given to the levision of the lules for 
the management of non-Goveinment high schools 
The proposed new lules aie designed to protect the 
inteiests of teacheis and to establish something m 
the natuie of permanency of tenuie among them, 
and this should lesult eventually in a maiked im- 
piovement in the quality of the teaching, and so 
leact to the lasting benefit of education m geneial 
I am aware that this is but an inadequate esti- 
mate of the services of Sii Ewart Gieaves, but it 
will seive to indicate the diiections in which his enei- 
gies and influence have been exeited , his aims have 
not been spectacular, but in all hjs effoits he has had 
the tiue interest of education at heait aadiJ^CL^ made 
a valuable contiibution to the cause of learning 

It will, I think, be a souice of gratification to 
him to know that within a few days of his relin- 
quishing the Vice-Chancelloiship the Government 
of Bengal will ask the Legislative Council for money 
to complete the thud storey of the Asutosh Building, 
which Sir John Kerr foimally opened 13 months

In the fust place, we have at last made a Beiious 
attempt to gi apple with the stupendous pioblcm of 
improving the school education of a population of 45 
millions of souls The School Code foi the guidance 
of all non-Goveinment Schools teaching foi our 
Matiiculation Examination was passed by us and 
came into opeiation duiing the veai now closing 
The Senate of the Univeisity has also appioved of a 
scheme foi ci eating a Boaid of Secondai}' Educa- 
tion, which happily ends a long period of 
contioveisy and makes a. fairly close appioach to a 
compiomise wuth the Education Depaitment Legis- 
lation alone is now^ needed to bung the Board into 
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CM'tciicc nnd lliii= n;lie\c the lJm\or6)l) and the 
\ice Clnnccllorof the hen\ Inirdcn of school super 
vision winch ins hitherto prevented them from 
giving Ihcir undivided ■vttention to the proper worL 
of a Lmversitj 

Tliirdl) the verinciilar medium for school 
tciching and cvaminatioii, willi due safeguards for 
securing an adequate knowledge of Liiglisli in the 
piqulR, Ims been adopted hj us and received lour 
Evccllcncj R approval At the same time a stand 
has al last hcoii made against the gradiiil decline in 
the standard of our examinations and the consequent 
lowering of the iiitcllcctiml equipment of our College 
students, against which teiclicrs no less than the 
cmplojcrs of educated labour have so long protested 
In the Exanniintions of 1120 the opinions of the 
actual examiners on the merits of the answer papers 
looked through h) them were given the weight that 
Icgitimatelj belongs to them On the motion of 
that veteran educationist rnncipat Hcramba 
chandri llaitra the chief defects noted bj the 
cxaminors in last jear s candidates were summarised 
and circulated to all the schools and colleges under 
tins Dnivcrsilj with instructions to improve their 
teaching and to carefiillj weed out all incompetent or 
insufDoientlj prepared students at the time of send 
ing tlioir pupils up for our examinations We are 
sure that this wise poUcyj it persisted in, will 
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steadily raise the piopoition of passes, while main- 
taining the piopei standaid of examinations, and 
at the same time save really weak students fiom 
wasting their money and eneigy by going in foi 
examinations for which they aie cleaily unfit 
Guaidians, I am suie, will be the fiist to appieciate 
this change foi the better 

Fifthly, the legulations foi oui medical degiee 
have been entirely recast, expanding the couise, im- 
pioving the method of instiuction, and raising the 
standaid of examination, so as to bung us into line 
with the advance of medical science and the lefoim 
of medical teaching hi other parts of the Empire 
This, again, is a change for the bettei, which eveiy 
Indian who has a body subject to ailments will ap- 
preciate 

Eight years ago, Chief Justice Sanderson 
declared from this Chair that, in his opinion, “ the 
improvement of the efficiency of the administration 
of this University to any gieat extent was not pos- 
sible at present, because the system upon which and 
the machmeiy by which the Umveisity is lun aie 
in many lespects out of date * * ^ and the 

amount of work which falls to the lot of the Vice- 
Chancelloi is now so gieat that no one can, undei 
present conditions, fulfil the ofi&ce of Vice-Chancelloi 
properly unless he can give his whole time to it ” It 
has been possible for Youi Excellency, befoie your 
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clcpirliiri, from o\ir bliorci, to suppU till'; long fell

M) Lord it must lie a mittcr of great sitisfac 
lion to lour Lxcellcncj to hue rendered the icili 
sition of Hus high ideal possible for us The 
Goeernment of Bcngil granted to us on an lucnge 
Ks 1 00,000 during ( ich of the last fno years for 
meeting the deficit mcMtable in eonducling the high 
cst acidcmic work That Government has 
promised us the simo nsBistince for the next four 
years after wliicli the terms of the grant are liable 
to re examination On behalf of this University I 
can assure Your Lxccllenoy that wo are fully pre 
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paied to give evidence of oui good faith by making 
the most careful and economical use of this public 
fund and by co-opeiating "with youi agents in the 
mattei of audit and publicity I am confident that 
the Post-giaduate department of this University can 
afford to be judged by its work, and when the five- 
yearly term of the present giant is ovei we shall be 
able to make out a strong case foi an increase in its 
amount 

In addition to the above seven very important 
changes in our Univeisitj^ there has been a marked 
advance on our part on lines initiated some time 
before Two out of these deserve special mention, 
namely, the medical inspection and physical train- 
ing of oui students and the building up of the labo- 
1 atones and libiaiies of oui missionary and private 
colleges by means of a special Grovernment grant of 
Rs 1,29,000 every j'-ear The 25 colleges among 
\vhich this large total of nearly lakhs has been 
distributed during Youi Excellency’s term as Gover- 
nor had very scanty resources of their own for these 
specific purposes, and they have been signally bene- 
fited by this aid The University has also received 
from youi Government the handsome giant of near- 
ly two lakhs of rupees for constructing the thud 
stoie}' of the Asutosh Building, which will afford 
soiely needed lecture rooms to oui teaching dejiait- 
ment 
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Several of the non Government colleges ■nlnch 
feed this Gniversitj have also received from the 
Bengal Government inoncj aid for meeting their 
maintenance charges to the c\tcnt of a lakh and a 
half of iiipces a jear on an average during the last 
two jears If to these we add the State LViienditiire 
on the Prcsidcncv College, which cirrics on Post 
graduate teaching for us m several branches and is 
the onlv institution under us teaching Gcologj then 
the financial assistance rendered bj lour Excel 
lencj s Government to this Universitj dircctlj and 
indircctlj, would be found to reach a total of iicarlj 
ten laUis of lupccs a jear 

Mj Lord in jour first Convocation address ns 
our Chancellor )ou expressed a devout hope that 
It might bo jour privilege to render some service to 
the Universit) in that capacitv and jou assured 
us that JOU would studj to promote the pernia 
nent interests of the Universitj to the best of jour 
ability - 

The bare facts that I have already cited from 
tbe University records prove in what a full and 
generous measure our departing Chancellor has Kept 
his promise and how valued liis services to this Uni 
versity have been 

Now turning to oin own vvorl , I may recall that 
half a century ago the first Earl of Lytton saw a 
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great vision of this University’s future In his 
Chancellor’s address he declared, For my own 
part, I certainly hope that a day may come, though 
no doubt it is yet far distant, when Europe will look 
to the Universities of India for the world’s highest 
Sanskrit, Persian and Arabic scholarship, a day 
when these Universities will be recognised as the 
great stoie-houses of oiiginal discovery made by 
Science ” 

My Lord, we aie not so vain as to claim that 
we have already attained to this lofty ideal, but the 
research work carried on by the professors of this 
University and its constituent colleges shows that 
we are faiily on the way to its realisation Dr 
Sunitikumar Chatteqee, who won brilliant distinc- 
tion at the London School of Oriental Studies, has 
this year brought out a history of the Origin and 
Development of the Bengali Language, the scienti- 
fic value of which has been warmly acknowledged 
by Sii Geoige Giierson and other experts in Philo- 
logy, and which is destined to remain as the stand- 
aid authority on the modern Indian languages foi 
many years to come Another member of oui Post- 
giaduate staff, Di Niianjanjiiasad Chakiavaiti, 
aftei taking the Ph D at Cambiidge, worked at 
Pans and was entiusted by Piofessoi Paul Pelliot 
with the editing and annotation of some of the oldest 
Biahmi texts discoveicd in Cential Asia by the 
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^Iission Pclliot tlio Fiencli Government lie publish 
mg his scliolarh work A thirdof oiirPiofcssois Dr 
Pr ihodhchinilri Bigchi, Doetenres Lottres (Pans) 
his compiled i Historj of Chinese Buddhist Liten 
ture vhicli lenders Bunjo Nniijio s citilogue of the 
Chinese TiipitiKi obsolete ind which is being pul) 
lishcd from Pins Hi h is ilso been iskcd hj Prof 
Pelliot to edit some old Chinese tc\ts from Centiil 
Asii 

These ire instinees of the highest honoui pos

There arc two tests which may he fairly im

even fiiitliei, and witli a new to place the Doctor ate 
of this Univeisity above ciiticism, we liaie, in 
almost cveiY case dm nig the last two ■\cais, sent the 
theses submitted foi oin doctoi’s dcgiee to a boaid 
of three examineis in Em ope, whose names com- 
mand the lespect of the learned noild and who 
occup}^ a detached position of impaitiahti fai away 
fiom India We may, tlieiefoie, legitimately claim

Theie is one matter in tins connection in which 
I can lightly appeal foi public sympathy While 
oui professois aie thus earnestly tiying to do then 
duty, we, the executive diiectoiy of the Univeisity, 
aie bound to make the conditions of then seivice 
helpful to their woik Secuiity of tenure after a 
successful period of probation and graded salaiy 
ought to be assured to them, if their good work is to 
continue The incieased financial liability which

Victoiia’s second Jubilee He desciibed in eloquent

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When I think of all the pioblems, insolnhle except 
to the eye of faith, of all the difficulties that have to 
be oveicome, of all the diveisities that have to be le- 
conciled, I lealizc how gieat is the need foi a gene- 
lation, iich in individuality, sinceie in puipose, 
coinageoiis in action 

Foi individual achievement these qualities may 
suffice, hut if you aie to he nation-huildeis theie is 
anothei which is equally essential, indeed without 
which all othei qualities aie useless That is tolei- 
ance, tiust in othei s equal to the tiiist in voinself, 
the willingness to concede to all men the hheity you 
would youiself eipoy, that powei to associate with 
othei s for a common good which the Yice-Chancel- 
loi has spoken of 

However shapely and well-propoitioned a buck 
may be, however peifect the quality of stone oi 
maible, they aie useless as building material unless 
they possess the powei to coalesce The buck that 
insists on lemaimng a brick is useless except for the 
destinctive puipose of being used as a missile What 
India needs is not dynamite but cement, not brick- 
bats but walls, men and women who will live for her 
rathei than die foi her It is easy enough to die foi 
a cause but to live foi it is haider To lemain true 
to a cause throughout a life-time, to giow wiser and

of young, aident, and patiiotic scholais sent abroad 
that we can save India’s life and thought from being 
locked up in the jilacid backwaters of a stationai.^ 
civilisation 

If India is to take hei rightful place among the 
cieatois of human thought she must constantly know 
w'hat the other gieat nations aie doing and how they 
aie doing it She must know m what respects she 
can become a cieditoi nation in the modern world 
Her sons trained abroad will bring this message to 
her on then letuin , thev wall natiually be the chief 
agents of her intellectual advance on these modem 
lines

All the teaching woik in the province np to 
the degiees foi graduation, is conducted by the 
Colleges, and not by the University directly These 
Colleges are of three kinds, namely, those main- 
tained by the State, by Missionary Societies and 
by private bodies In Calcutta alone besides the 
seven Goveinment Colleges, five Mission Colleges, 
and one aided Medical College, there are five private 
Colleges Aid from public funds is given to all 
the non-Goveinment Colleges for equipmem, etc , 
to the extent of Rs 1,29,000 every year, and a 
fevr of these institutions receive, in addition small 
maintenance contiibutions fiom the State 

But these piivate Colleges have been lecently 
faced with a great difficulty , while then expendi- 
ture has increased through then having undertaken 
to teach many new subjects and taken affiliation in 
Honours in addition to Pass, then income has 
declined In reason of the economic distress prevail-

contact With fieouent changes m the staff and 
with teacheis who can be met only duiing the pie- 
scribed periods of lectuies or tutorials, it is impos- 
sible foi any University to do its woik properly and 
foi even the most gifted and devoted teacher to give 
Ins best to his pupils, foi under these adverse condi- 
tions it is physically impossible for a teachei to 
inspiie His students or mould their character 
Calcutta cannot aspne to be an Oxford, by merely 
engaging highly qualified lectuieis, if the social 
facilities of Oxford are absent here With oui 
University teacheis freed from anxiety about then 
futuie, and enabled to live close to their boys in 
what the last Eoyal Commission on the London 
Umveisity lecommended as “ a Univeisity quai- 
tei,” theie would be a gieat improvement in the 
leseaich done by our teacheis and advanced 
students and a gieat elevation of the academic 
standard, m return foi oui present expenditure 
In this respect helping the teachers would really be

The oiiginal imestigition of truth, the dis 
coverj of the secrets of Nature, the opening of new 
piths foi the march of the hnmin mind, — this is 
the work not of the multitude hut of i select few 
Such leaders of thought md discoverers of science 
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must evei be a small minoiity , they foim what the 
Gieeks called an aiistociacy, ^ e , a body of the best 
men in intellectual powei and stiength of chaiactei. 
While an aiistociacy of biith haidens and naiiows 
down to an exclusive caste in a few generations, an 
aiistociacy in the ancient Gieek sense of the woid 
IS the supreme need of eveiy people that wishes to 
live and advance in the world

At the same time, the Univeisity is the stiong- 
est force on the side of demoeiacy In mediaeval 
Euiope, the Chiistian Chuich gave the fieest and 
fullest oppoitunity to intellect and chaiactei, 
iiiespective of biith In that woild of iigid caste, 
heieditaiy status, and ancient conventions, the 
Catholic Church was the one place wheie meie 
talent could use to the highest usefulness and 
eminence, without lequiiing any help fiom biith 
or wealth Many a pooi peasant boy oi aitisan’s 
son has enteied the Chuich school, theie unfolded 
hib latent capacity, taken the vow and iisen to be 
Chancelloi oi Pope Such has also been the woik 
of oui Umveisities If the distinctive featuie of 
democracy be that it thiows caieei open to talent, 
then I contend that oui Umveisities have helped to 
attain this end in a gieatei degiee tlian any othei 
institution in the countiy. 
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The broad portals of balls like Ibis lm\o been 
thrown open to all wbo lia\c tbe requisite talent 
Here tlie\ bare competed with ruals drawn iioni all 
ranks of socictj and sometimes from all countries of 
the world, iiid tbe result lias been tint cncli man s 
capacite has been deieloped to the utmost, Ins yenius 
has asserted itself, ind he his gained due lecogiii 
tioii 111 the wide world And the nation ns a 
whole has benefited bj tins timelj diECO\er\ iiid 
cultieation of inbcrciit capicitj 

But the intellectual aristoeraej whom the Lni

Mr Yice-Chancellor, Ladies and Gentlemen 

It IS my piiYilege to addiess yon to-day foi tlip 
fiist time as Cbancelloi of tins Univeisit}^ I find 
myself occupying this position as Goveinoi of tins 
Piesidency, and it will be my duty and desiie to 
use my best endeavouis as Chancellor, to assuie the 
efficiency and progress of this IJniveisity. Educa- 
tion, in all its blanches in Bengal, is a matter which 
demands the anxious and constant consideration of 
any one occupying the position of Governor 

It IS many years since I was in close and 
intimate touch with University life, and I can say 
without hesitation that the idea that one day I 
might be faced with the responsibilities of Chancellor 
of a University, let alone two, was not one of m}^ 
youthful fancies My four years spent as an under- 
graduate and graduate at Cambridge, and later as a 
Member of the Court of a Provincial University, 
enabled me to gam some experience of what a 
University could, and should, do for those whom it 
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undcrHl cs to piciiirc foi tlic higct life, ind wliat 
1 ljnr\crsit) can be L\pcctLd to gi\e to, and wint 
it might expect to rcccixc Xrom, the men and Momcn 
who come under its charge 

I bale nlreadj addressed, in mj capacitj as 
Cliancollor, the Uiiiiersitj ot Dacca in Coniocation 
riicre IS an essential dilfcrcncc between tlie two 
Lnniersities, which proiides added interest for one 
so direetlj connected with both In Calcutta, the 
Uniicrsitj can claim experience and tradition, 
wUieli come with ago The number ot students, 
including those m the numerous colleges alBliated 
to it, amounts to oxer d0,000, including 12 000 in 
Calcutta, and appears at first sight to inioho a 
staggering proposition This Uniieisitj wields a 
gloat inllucnce and bcuis a coriespondinglv great 
rcsponsibihty 

Dacca is young and iclatiielj small It is 
unitary and non afhhating It was lortunatc in 
huing the adiantage ot the badler Commission s 
report, upon which to base a new orgamzation, 
and this it wisely decided to adopt Calcutta, on 
the other hand in whose interest the report origin 
ated, has so far preferred to follow a cautious 
attitude apparently awaiting the time when the 
path of change has been surveyed and tested, and 
it may feel justified in moving forwaidiupon lines 
suggested in that report 
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The Univeisity of Calcutta, as an oiganized 
Coiporation, which numbeis amongst its sons names 
greatly honoured in the academic anh educational 
life of this Piovmce, has jealously maintained its 
right of ciiticism, and indeed of rejection, of pro- 
posals, from whatever quarter they may come. Its 
considered judgment as to what is best in the inter- 
ests of higher education in this Presidency, must 
always be treated with the greatest respect. It is 
nearly ten years since the Sadler Commission made 
Its famous report upon this University, and though 
many of the lecomTnendations in the Eepoit have 
been adopted in the Universities of other parts of 
India, they have not so far been favoured here I 
feel, however, we are fast verging towards a general 
consensus of opinion that changes, serious and fai- 
leaching, are overdue, and I shall watch witli 
sympathy and interest your efforts to modernize 
your constitution in conformity with piesent-day 
requirements. 

I know well that University life in India differs 
m many respects from that in an English Univer- 
sity In Bengal, a University has far wider and 
more difficult functions to discharge than a Univer- 
sity in England A laige number of the men w^ho 
go to the Universities in England have had the 
.idvantage of the experience of the corporate life of 
a big school, wheieas in Bengal so far the conditions 
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o( fcliool or(,nm7atioi> urt lcs‘. nd^nnccd In 
rngland, m Uk tchooK, m work nml in i)la\ tlic 
bois arc IrniiKil under strict discipline, wliicli is n 
sure foiindntion iijion winch the fomintion of cimne 
ter cm he based In Bengal, the Unucrsities hast 
imposed upon them the difncult task of doing or of 
attempting to do for the students what the schools 
h lac often neglected to do 

Tho'alucof n I niaersita course must de|)end to 
.1 I irgc extent upon the use the indmdual makes of 
it It relies for its good name and standing uiion 
the waj in which the students respond, not onlj to 
tin rules and regulations nml customs, which must 
be establisbcd in am k imersila worth the name but 
also to a sense of responsibih'x for and a pride in 
the well being and digmt} of the Uniiersitj, to 
w Ineli tl cj should consider it an honour to belong 
The Calcutta OnivcrBitj can claim to be the 
oldest and largest in India It stands in tbo mid t 
of the first citj in India The aims of all those who 
have the interests of tins Tlmacrsitj at heart should 
bo to striic to make it worthj of the pre eminent 
position it should hold The capacity of the stu 
dents of Bengal if trained from the start upon a 
sound foundation is such as should enable them to 
attain to the highest ehstinction The honoms de 
greo hcio should be such as will bring real ]oy and 
pride' to tho successful and bo comparable to the

standaid of any othei Umveisity I am glad to 
knoy^' that most of you aie detei mined by steadily 
raising standards^ wherevei possible and lequiied, 
to keep up the credit ot your University 

I feel a particulai interest in the student bfe 
of this Umveisity My life at the Umveisity of 
Cambiidge was that of an ordinary student I did 
enough work to keep out of tiouble and to enable me 
to take my degiee I enteied with a full heait into 
all the pleasmes and amusements it afforded, and I 
daresay I occsionally enjoyed some of those out- 
bursts, which aie common to the exuberance of 
youthful spirits. My admiration for those who 
gained the highest distinction was unbounded At 
the same time I leahzed the incalculable value of the 
facilities foi oigamzed games and spoits fiom which, 
if properly played, so many useful lessons can be 
learnt From experience I can commend sport for 
’vaisity men as a much bettei game than politics. 

I have been impressed by the amount of money 
annually spent upon Umveisity and highei educa- 
tion by Government, relative to that spent on ele- 
mentaiy education The suppoit which a Univer- 
sity can expect to leceive fiom Government must 
be based upon Msible lesults It depends upon 
the pioper appreciation by all connected with the 
University of its objects and purposes, and a detei - 
mination to avoid and lesist all attempts fiom out- 
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Bide nnd from self interested qimrlors to mike illegi 
tmnte iiie of tlie UmieraiU corporate orpinization 
for other thin lofitimate DnuersiU ob]Ccts 

Now I dioiild like to offer mj congratulations 
to those gndimtcs «ho Imc been awarded their 
degrees 111 this Dnisersit) to das I trust yon 11111 
jeilousli ginrd its good nime nnd advance its repii 
tition '\oiir inniicncc mil not bo moisiired solely 
In the knowledge loii po'sess No one is better 
aware tlnn yourself evrept perhaps loiir e\nmi 
ners, how little you reilly know of those subjects 
in which you hue tiken i degree but I trust that 
Tou line acquired through your worl at this TIni 
ycrsity a power of cleir judgment a self reliant ind 
just intelligence nnd ability to discern the tnio from 
the false the real from the apparent If you hayc 
done thiB you may indeed, lie hopeful not only of a 
successful career in any walk of life you adopt 
but of being nlilc to render useful senicc to your 
country 

Ladies and gentlemen it is a matter of regret 
for me that ray first visit as Chaiicellor of this 
University could not bo made under happier con 
ditions I am informed that amongst those who 
took an active part in the disturbances which 
occurred within the neighbourhood of the University 
last week, when an attempt was made to interfere 
with, and offer resistance to law and order, were 
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students of this University. It Is not the function 
of the University to question the rights of 
individual political opinion, but the unseemly con- 
duct of members of the University, acting no 
doubt under the incitement of outside influence, is 
calculated to shake the confidence of the suppoiters 
and well' wishers of the University’s progress It 
IS obvious that an institution which includes 
amongst its membeis some so devoid of a sense 
of Older and discipline cannot be regarded otherwise 
than with anxiety and misgiving As ChanceUoi 
it should be my duty and pleasuie to assist as best 
as I can yom: ]ust requests for suppoit fiom 
Government This I am piepared to do, but I am 
alaimed lest Government may feel it their duty to 
consider seriously whether the measure of support 
which is at present given, might not, in the general 
interests of education, be diveited into other channels 
from which expeiience has shown they may expect 
bettei results The Umveisity should support the 
College authorities in any action they may think 
necessaiy to take, to enable them to restore a spiiit 
of oideily study and to pi event a recuiience of such 
incidents, which bring nothing but disgiace and 
disaster to all concerned 

I feel there is no one who has been more dis- 
appointed and kurt by lecent events than the 
Vice-Chancellor I know how he has laboured with

Gentlemen, 

This IS not the Annual Convocation of the Uni- 
veisity and it is theiefoie neither the tune nor the 
place to pass in review the chief events of the aca- 
demic yeai , to place on record our sense of the losses 
occasioned by departure or by death, to welcome ac- 
cessions to oui strength, oi to note expansion in 
oiganisation, output in authorship or successes m 
reseaich Neither is it the time to thiow out any 
suggestion as to what ought to be the futuie policy 
of the University in relation to the clamant needs 
which have aiisen through natural processes of 
growth, through paiticulai difficulties m the present 
or adaptation to the changing conditions of the near 
futuie These topics must be reserved for our 
Annual Convocation when we hope that the general 
situation will have become clearer than it is to-day 
But I do not think that this Convocation, in 
spite of its special chaiacter, should be allowed to 
pass without a tribute to the Yice-Chancellor who 
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Ins so acenllj hid down Ins office ^^c rccognipo 
willi iipprccinlioii (lie /cil mid cnrncstncss with 
wlncli lie stroic to re sine Ins idcsls for the Uiii'cr- 
sitj mid the sscnficLs which he so rcndili made both 
of his strength mid of Ins time — tint time which I 
ln\c no doubt he would in other circimistiiices ha\e 
delighted to delete to the Instoricnl rcscnrchcs which 
Inic 1 on him renown 

As the licgiiiniiig of nij occiipstion of this ofTicc 
in the Uniicrsilj is of such recent date perhaps I 
niaj he illowcd to express mi gratitude to the man\ 
friends who Inic welcomed me both bi speech and 
hi letter and to assure them that am dcliij in no 
know lodging their kindness is duo to the siiprisinglj 
large number of congratulations rather than to anj 
lack of a]iprcciation of good -wishes and promises of 
CO operation 

But although this is not the chief Coniocation 
of the jear though the ceremonial is somewhat 
truncated and our gathering is not graced by the 
presence of His Excellency the Chancellor, it is for 
you, the latest graduates of the University, a day 
of days and it would ill become us to minimue the 
importance of the occasion for you and indeed for 
all w ho arc associated w ith yon You have brought 
to a successful conclusion one period of your lives 
You arc sotting out upon a great new enterprise, 
and the light hoartedness which is born of the sense 
of adventure is no doubt chastened by the thought 
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of sepal ation and by r not unnatural appiebensive- 
ness legal ding the experiences of a moie than usual- 
ly unpiedictable futuie But I venture to think 
that theie is also an awakening within you of a sense 
of lesponsibility as you lealise that theie never was 
a time in the histoiy of your country and of the 
Biitish Commonwealth of Nations when inteicouise 
between East and West was fiaught with gieatei 
possibilities eithei for good or evil There is still 
much misunderstanding quite unnecessary mis- >} 
understanding even between people of the utmost 
good-wilL It will be for you to lessen this mis- 
undei standing amongst the people of the countries 
to which you go You will have gieatei oppoi- 
tunities than the tiavelleis fiom the West to the 
PjRst Eoi while they in then exceedingly rapid 
jouineymgs have very limited facilities for observa- 
tion, and, notwithstanding all good intentions, are 
constantly liable to grievous and disastious mistakes, 
you are going from the Bast to the West for longer 
peiiods of time and will be bi ought much more 
intimately into contact with the peoples amongst 
whom you aie to work You are also at the stage 
of life when youi mind ought to be free from pie- 
judices and preconceived opinions, and I ask you to 
lemembei that if theie is anything worse than a 
dogmatic old man it is a dogmatic young man, foi 
the simple reason that the powei of the lattei to 
haini will be so much Ipnger continued. You will 
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uiidoiibtclUj meet dilTicullics, but do not create 
difnciiltics bj b^l)c^ scnsitnencss Do not carry 
clinnislincss to grcntci length than is warranted bj 
the natural grcgariousness ot those who inherit a 
common tradition and belong to the same countrj 
Eemember that there are mnnj people ready to wcl 
eome )OU manj of whom arc just as shy ns some of 
)ou maj bo and often coacr oacr that slijmess by a 
stiffness of manner which, though deplorable, is 
almost whollj unconscious 

You w ill be regarded as representatives and the 
future leaders of a country in which the interest ot 
the western world is rapidlj becoming both stronger 
and more intelligent I can assure )ou ot a wel 
come fiom all well intcntioned people in these 
western communities as joii go to them strong in 
jour resolution to uphold the dignitv and honour ot 
\our lacc and to show what the best type ot Indian 
students stand for Remember that jou may give 
as well as reccnc War weariness has left its mark 
upon many ot the western youth They look rather 
longingly tor fresh idealism and you may have it in 
your power to contribute a new spirit ot faith in life 
But also be ready to learn all that you may 
flora the experiences ot otheis See every possible 
variety ot life, provided that the vaiaety is not in 
itself harmful I think you will find that those — 
it there bo any — who do not welcome you, are ot 
diminishing importance m their community, and 
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that the rnojo eiihghleiicfl is the ciiclc of fiicncls 30U 
cntei the waimci will be yoin welcome 

Do not be so impiei'Scd b'^ diffciences of mannei 
and custom as to lie lepelled by these dihci dices 
Deepci tlian the diffei cnees lies a .smnlant} ol aim 
in all 1 ight-thiiikiiig men and women, wdictliei 
Eastern 01 Wcstcin Bv the distui banco of >onr 
ow^n customs and contact w ith tlie customs of others 
you have tlie oppoitunit} denied to the untraYcllcd 
of dlsco^ellng lundamentals of chaiactei And 
having discoACied them >0111 widening expeiieiice 
will enable you to build upon them an edilice of 
beauty and of usefulness. 

Do not allow youiself as some have done, to 
look foi the w’oist in othci societies and cast a high 
light upon it’ The pnipose ol inteicouise among 
the nations suiely ought to he, in the w^oids of 
Matthew' Arnold, “ Dismteiested endeavoui to 
leain and piopagate the best that is known and 
thought m the w'orld ’ ’ and this also should be yoiii 
aim as tiavelling scholars from India 

Ifou aie seeking to continue youi education m 
many different directions, m law, in economics, m 
finance, m industry, in ait You are set fiee fiom 
the immediate necessity of eaimng youi living, hut 
you are not '^et fiee fiom the necessity of applying 
to practical life the ideas with which yom education 
has fuinished or wuJl furnish you I have little

with your soul so that you come back not, meta- 
phoiically speaking, wearing borrowed clothes which 
wull mark you out from your countrymen, wdiich 
you will either auickly discard or continue to wear 
With a sense of increasing isolation, but rmh in 
experiences which have become your own, which 
have become part of youi life and which, because of 
the elasticity of life, you can adapt on your letuin 
to the changing conditions of your society Thus 
only can you become the leaders and the pioneers 
you aie expected to be Thus only can yon fulfil 
the hopes which are centred upon you 

In youi years abroad be worthy of the homes 
which have sent you forth Yon may come from 
comfortable homes or from homes where means are 
scanty, but in either case you are going forth at the 
cost of sacrifice on the part of those whom you leave 
behind whether it be the sacrifice of the comforts 
of life or the sacrifice which is born of the pain of 
sepal ation Be worthy of it all, be worthy of your 
University which has conferred upon you to-day this 
degree and “ charges you in youi life and conversa- 
tion to show yourself worthy of the same ” Be 
woithy of your Motheiland both as she has been and 
as she hopes to be Be worthy also of the traditions 
of the countries which for the next few years are to 
give you hospitality, I hope ungrudging hospitality, 
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nml be wortliv of (lit LnnerMlie^ who nrp to gnc 
ton (lie ricli nntl ^•lr^cll tniniiig to wliicb \ou nre 
looKing forwird If \oii are (Ini', wortbj \oti will 
It lorn to ^ourowIl hnil uniting in ^ollP•tl( tkiiionts 
ofninvirnl uiltnri to li !•<(< n tiiiu when (lit Inrrior'.

Ametr All, who died in August last ij^^ btrud the 
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Univeisity as a membei of the Syndicate and as 
Tagoie Piofessoi of Law, and, although he had been 
sepal ated fiom us by distance foi many yeais, he 
was still closely connected with educational advance 
in this countiy both thiough his influence upon his 
own community and his leputation in the woild of 
letteis. The tragic death of Di Gleoige Ewan in 
July last lemoved, at the height of his powers and 
m the piime of life, one of our most able and vigoi- 
ous Senatois He was an influence foi good in 
many diiections, and in a compaiatively short 
time had come to be lecogmsed as a ti listed piomoter 
of Umveisity pi ogress Lastly, we unite our sorrow 
with that of many leading families in this city in 
deploiing the loss of Mr S E Das, a Fellow of 
the JJmveisity fiom 1923 to 1926, whose biilliant 
intellectual gifts and legal pre-eminence weie a 
source of piide both to the Umveisity and the 
countiy Fiom leveient commemoiation of the 
dead we may turn to the achievements of the living, 
and it is possible to record a period of steady success- 
ful voik in the departments of academic activity 
most closely connected with the University It will 
not imply any depreciation of the labours and energy 
ol others ol oiii University stall, eg, of such 
eminent philosopheis and industrious authors as 
Piolessoi Eadhakiishnan and Professor Dasgiipta, 
li 1 diav special attention to the vondeiful discoiciy 
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lo (In. credit of I’rofc'-'-or C 1'

Before I go on to speak of the problems which 
will be occupying our attention in the imiiiediato 
future^may I express my gratitude to my colleagues 
in the University tor then, gencious coopciation 
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fluiing the past fc^^ months? Tliankb to tlieii 
active goocl-vill and then passne loiheaianee, llieie 
has been no inleiiiiption (lining this period ol the 
placidit}' oi oui CMstence. .Witli so many clouds 
oi contioveis} looming daikly upon the liouzon, 
this may be the calm bcioie stoim, but I am hopeful 
that dm mg oiu period of by no means somnolent 
quiescence which is to be caiefiilly disliiigiiished 
liom acquiescence theie may ha\c been an incieas- 
mg disposition to considei academic matters in 
lespect of then merits and not merely of then oiigm 
Just as acceptance ol the evolutionary principles 
Qoes not compel us to be aluajs thinking of oui 
ancestry, piobabl} aiboieal, so thcie is no reason 
why questions of the origin of problems or proposals 
should always be in the forefront in discussion of 
bniveisity topics. 

Om educational situation inesents so many 
varied perplexities at this juuctuie that I may be 
accused of contempt of court if, before judgment is 
delivered, I allude to any one of them But I 
venture to take the risk We have discussions 
going on round about us and amongst us upon 
Primary Education, Secondary Education and 
Under -graduate and Post-graduate University Edu- 
cation , and the Syndicate, weary but watclifui Post- 
graduate Committees, slightly apprehensive. Trust 
Boards of Management not uninfluenced by the 
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Raman ertcct to saj notliing of atl hoc committees, 
arc engaged in the good avorV of dibcusMon, guided 
and encouraged, aided ilicttcd or otlicrwise bj Dr 
Banerjea in the Lcgislatiae Council and bj Dr 
Jcnbins — tliat iiniacrsal proaidcr of educational 
contruanccs — in tlio depths of tbc Sccrctanat It 
IS said that in tlic miiltifiide of counsellors tbcrc is 
wisdom, and baaing got tbc imiltitiidc aac lope for 
Ibe wisdom Wo hope tbit a satisfnctorj solution 
maj soon be le icbcd of the pioblcm of tbc ‘secondara 
Boaid and that tbe difTieiilties of dualism as be 
tween the Umacisit} and tbe Ddueation Depart 
naent may 'Bo overcome by an arrangcivicnt aalneb 
will lolieve the already oaeraacigbted sboiildcra of 
tbe Univcrsita of some of the burden of tbe schools 
while still hceniiig in mind our traditional icspon 
sihility for them 

The mention of both Primary and Uniaersity 
education in tbc same sentence brings ns abniptly 
up against the problem of finance Hoaacaei aviso 
avc may be botb aaithin the Uniaersity and without 
it (avitbout being used in a double sense so as to 
include people avho tbinl that a Uniaersity educa 
tion IS worse than ubcIcss) aae cannot afforl to do 
without money and must join in what aVas the 
Other day described as the shrill cry for it 
We wish to learn, and to learn to tliinh, but in order 
to think we mast live i 
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In lespect of finance may I uige the necessity 
in any countiy of both XJmveisity and Piimaiy 
education*? If inadequate piovision is made for the 
continuance of a body of public- spiiited men with 
a University tiadition and up-biinging, the desire 
foi piimary education will soon fade away Perhaps 
it IS more true of this countiy than of some otheis 
that the desiie foi education filteis downwaids and 
that unless you have a considerable numhei of men 
who have expeiienced the benefits of education for 
its own sakcj 3W1 will not have sufdcient stimula- 
tion of those who aie not so conscious 6f these 
benefits Negatively, also, the same is tiue Bes- 
tiiction of the University education would mean 
the inciease of illiteiacy, foi in such a case effoits 
to establish or develop primal y education would 
meet with little encouiagement To the pi emotion 
of Umveisity education we may suiely apply the 
woids . This ought ye to have done and not to have 
left the other undone Puithei, it is suiely tiue 
that in any state it is always possible to make fuller 
compulsoiy provision for piimary education than 
foi advanced education 

Then m lespect of oui own moie immediate 
financial xiroblems it has been pointed out on the 
one hand that the Government of Bengal has no 
money and that on the othei hand tlie University’’ 
of Calcutta is veiy extiavagant. Settlements, both 
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Mc^fon nnd Poniniiciil arc gncn ns reasons wli\ 
lliere should he no additional siipimrl of the Uniair 
sita Blit a\lia — it nia\ he aiipgestcd — slmiild llio 
(loierninent of India allogethcr diponn its oldest 
Iniscrsih child? It has had ii eerlain anioiint of 
rcs|)onsihihts for the oripination of the present 
claniaiit and nnsali-,(ied needs and there Pccms no 
apparent reason \\h\ it should confine its prc'cnt 
pcnerositj nicrel\ to the little ones in the niirser} — 
«hj in other words it should not anticipate Meston 
iiiisettlcmcnts — I do not xcntiire to hrtatho a whisper 
of anj other uiiscttleinents 

In respect of our deserts, again — or want of 
deserts — it is alleged that wc arc estraxagant We 
niaj bo so in some directions and there is cerlainlj 
a possibility of some internal redistributions lint 
in regard to the total sum ncccssarx for maintenance 
to saj nothing of wholly legitimate expansion I 
am afraid there is no possibility whatsooxei of 
diminution xxithoiit xcry serious detriment 

But xvhat I xxish to plead for aboxo all things 
IS that in all our negotiations wc should get rid of 
the spirit of bargaining that xxo should axoid the 
suggestion that wo arc out to got all that wc can 
from Goxernment with the corresponding implies 
tion that it IB the intention of Government to gixo 
us the bare minimum necessary to silence our 
clamours Wo hold strongly to the idea that xvc are 
84 ) 
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paitneis in the consideiation of the common good 
and not haigaineis the one over against the other 
We hold that it is the duty of the Univeisity to 
give boldly and honestly the advice which is asked 
as to the piopei distiibution of educational public 
money, and not to ask a pice moie than is necessary 
in view of other lequirements of the community 
And at the same time we ask that, aftei an equitable 
distiibution of the public funds has been made, con- 
fidence will he placed in us that the lesouices 
entiusted to us will he carefully admmisteied foi the 
gieatest good of the community of winch both Gov- 
ernment and University foim a pait 

But it should be always lemembeied that there 
aie other than Goveinment resouices in the country, 
and that the University has a right to appeal to 
piivate benefactors Is it too much to hope that 
there may he a recuirence of some of those princely 
benefactions of a dozen j’^eais ago, unless Dr 
Biahmachaii by his recent appeal has succeeded in 
diverting all the generosity of the *' rich aiisto- 
ciacy ” of Bengal into the coffers of the Asiatic 
Society? 

We have spoken of the close connection be- 
tween the University and the interests of the com- 
munity as a whole, and this leads to speculation as 
to whether the University is properly prcpaiing the 
studonts for the duties of citizenship There arc 
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on tho one Innd those nho Tcelaim the stiiilonls is 
picscntlj ictne md efficient Icidcrs in all puhlic 
moiements and on the other hind those nho hold 
tint it must not c\on be nliispercd in their cais tint 
there is such a thing as politics Both extremes 
boom to me frankly impossible But I im not going 
to traverse i ivell worn theme, saic to say tint pie 
paration for life includes considciation of political 
problems and that such consideration has to be 
permitted unless i\c ire to force the students into 
one or other of the dogmatisms uhich producp 
either conservatism or anarchy Such preiinration, 
however does not mean partioip ition in the sense 
of a premature assumption of tho icsponsibihties of 
the post preparatory period Difficulties in regard 
to this particular problem would not inse if there 
were more sympathy and co opontion between the 
University authorities and the general community 
But if the University is divided within itself or if 
there is a cleavage of opinion between it and tho 
general public, such difficulties are inevitable 

The same consideration also applies to the 
wider question of discipline, which is of paramount 
importance at the present time when people who arc 
elderly in mind, if not also in body are shaking 
their heads over the restlessness of the student com 
munity, and declaring that its members have al- 
together got out of hand, and that discipline must 
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be lestoied at all costs It alvays seems to me that 
compaiisons between one geneiation and anothei 
aie as odious as othei compaiisons aie But, again 
it does not meet the case simply to say that the 
students of to-day aie no w^oise than then piede- 
cessois, or more lightly to quote the familiai 
saying that “boys will be boys ’’ We must go 
deepei We aie dealing at least with boys who want 
to be men. who aie on the threshold of manhood, 
and vho cannot therefore be subjected to the same 
kind of discipline as is suitable foi school boys 
Analogies in this lespect between one country and 
another are unsafe In England, at least in the 
oldei Public Schools and Universities, for example, 
boys are kept in scholastic and academic leading 
strings to a later age than in India oi in Scotland, 
and whatever oui opinion on the relative meiits oi 
the educational systems may be, the fact icmains 
that we cannot in India oi even in the baibaious 
country of Scotland count iqion the same degree of 
tiadilional pressure in the direction of conformity 
to lule and custom The problem of clisciplmc has 
to be dealt with m a subtler way, and therefore 
becomes more intimately connected with tlie general 
lappoit between the Colleges and the community 
ot which I have ahead} spoken Discipline can be 
maiiuainod onl} il tlie academic aiithoiities feel 
that tbc} ha\c paients and guaidians on then side

Discipline depends on the satislactoiincss of the 
geueial situation and cannot be consideicd a2)ait 
fiom that situation Thus the duty of the TJnuei- 
sity and of all educated men is so to seivc the com- 
munity that the dilTusion of cultuic may come to 
mean the establishment of peace and goodwill 
Only then will the difficulties ol the piesent situation 
disappear. 

Tn conclusion, may I oflei the congiatulations 
of the XJmveisity to those who ha\e this day leceived 
their degiee*? It is one of the greatest days in youi 
life, a day of new resolutions and new dejiaituies 
You have leceived many benefits fiom the Univer- 
sity, and yours is now the lesponsibility of lemain- 
ing true to the ideals w^hich you have been led to 
cheiish Yom scientific and philosophical training 
ought to have created within you a desiie foi bioad- 
mindedness and catholicity of judgment You will 
not conceive of yourselves as having duties only to 
your own class, neithei will you remain unimpressed 
by suffeimgs which do not concern yourselves. 
You will have a sense of the universal.

Knowledge without wisdom is dangerous, as wisdom 
without knowledge is defenceless In the present 
state of this countiy s affairs, at a time full of hope, 
but not free from anxiety, there is need for those 
who have been so trained as to bo able to prove all 
things and hold fast to vvhrt is good to value tradi 
tion without being enslaved to it , to have the 
courage of their convictions and yet be tolerant 
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towards those of others ; and to leconcile the claims 
of libeity with those oi oidei A degree well earned 
IS the ontwaid symbol of qualities of mind and 
character a ciitical and yet leceptive habit of 
thought, a union of knowledge and independence 
with reveience and lesxiect These aie qualities 
which it should be the xiiimaiy function of the Uni- 
versity to create 

I believe it has long been lecognized that this 
University of Calcutta in its cieative task has been 
hampeied by vaiious obstacles The natuie of 
these obstacles was exposed in the masteily analysis 
of the Eeport of the Calcutta Uuiveisity Commission 
and it has been a mattei of suipiise that as a lesult 
of that lepoit so little has been done in Calcutta to 
cany out its proposals A combination of causes 
appears to have been lesponsible .There has been 
financial stiingency, a natuial and jealous fear of 
the University for its autonomy, inevitable differ- 
ences of opinion and peihaps, I should add, in- 
stability of Ministiies, which have stood in the way 
of any radical lefoims But the need for refoim 
has been geneially and candidly recognized. It 
seems deal, for instance, that the admission of 
thousands of students whose pievious training owing 
to weaknesses of the secondaiy school system is of 
the most inadequate character,' has tended seriously 
to lowei the standard of Univeisity- teaching. At 
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the ‘nnio tune tlio control wliicli tbo Unitcrsitj IB 
called upon to e\crci‘.L o\tr tecond irj ficliool-* nnket 
1 demand wliicb its orgim/ntion was not iiiltnded 
to meet Ob\iousl) one of the first needs in anj 
sebeme of cdiic itiomi reform must bo to release tbe 
bmecrstl} from tins cetrmcous obbgaliun, eelnle 
at the same time securing to it its legitimate share 
in the fostering of second irj education It is also 
ncccssarj to ensuro that secondarj education sball 
rcceiao its due share of public nioiicj and tbe ad 
\antage of eaiicrt control and gindaiice in order to 
secure tor all bojs and girls in high schools a Bjstcm 
of general traiiiing, wliicli sball not onlj prepare 
those who must fortlinitb nork for tbcir liiclibood, 
but alto those nlio are fortunate enough to be able 
to continue their studies and take adiantage of the 
more exacting opiiortunitics of Univcrsitj education 

It IS nitb these objects that the Bengal Second 
ary Education Bill has been prepared, on nbicli, I 
trust, the aaliiable criticism and sympathetic consi 
ueration of the Umiersity and the Legislatiie 
Council mil soon be available 

There is also ample cv idenco of a general recog 
nition of the need for the reconstruction of the 
controlling bodies of the University itself TUo 
present constitution has existed almost unohanged 
tor many years, while the scope of University teach 
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ing and the lange of its responsibilities have enor- 
mously increased From a puiely affiliating and 
examining body, the Univeisity has become also a 
large teaching organization. The numbei of 
students under its caie has inci eased lapidly and is 
now almost double that of the number in a]l the 
Indian unitaiy XJmveisities put together, whilst its 
authorities have control of the expendituie of 22 
lakhs of lupees a yeai This lemaikable expansion 
has imposed a strain on the existing oigamzation 
which becomes eveiy yeai moie and moie difficult 
for it to support The Calcutta University Com- 
mission saw these difficulties and pioposed changes 
of a far-i caching chaiactei, pioposals by which 
most other Umveisities have hastened to profit, but 
which hitherto have not been applied to this Uni- 
veisity No one will question the wisdom of 
moving slowly, noi the right of the Umveisity to 
scrutinize with anxious discrimination any pioposals 
which might infimge its autonomy oi impaii its 
efficiency, but it is dangerous to delay too long 
The weaknesses to which pointed attention was 
diawui neaily ten yeais ago are not likely to improve 
by undue delay in dealing with them The only 
possible advantage that may have acciued is that 
you have no\v the benefit of the experience of other 
Indian Univeisities which have not hesitated to 
a\ail themselves of the lecommendatio^s oi the

cases — perhaps in the majority of cases — the ivel 
come 'vliicli IS intended but not fullj ovpre-,scd doe-, 
not liave its full effect because of an intelligible but 
nevertheless excessive Bcnsitiveness on the part of 
the stranger The normal man does not like to he 
conspicuous and the newcomer is apt to conclude 
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prematurely that the company in which he finds 
himself disapproves of him because he is cons- 
picuous It must he remembeied that many of the 
students at an English Eniveisity are the products 
of the English Public School system of education 
and the effects of this aie not easily thrown off To 
many of us who belong to countries where a more- 
democratic system prevails, this peculiarly English 
system seems sometimes to have the defects of its 
qualities It makes a young man into a most 
attractive member of his own group, teaches him 
how to “ play the game ” and to care for the inter- 
ests of the group lathei than the individual But 
it also seems sometimes to develop within him a 
pel verse shjmess and a curious incapacity foi under- 
standing 'the point of view of those who do not 
initially belong to his own group or set , and the 
ex-Pubhc School boy occasionally seems to be a 
master in the ait, unconscious perhaps, of making 
outsiders feel that they aie outsiders But I ask 
you to remember that very frequently it is only 
seeming, that he is blissfully unconscious of this 
particular effect of his upbiinging, that his welcome 
IS at heart much more cordial than it is in outwaiff 
expression Catchwords glibly uttered within a 
certain set do not mean half what they appear to 
mean to those who coming from outside _aie often 
hurt by 'them,' and I would ask you to remember 
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tint stvidcnts nil o\cr the lAorM nro proverbially 
critical, and tint often they do not mean the half 
of what they say in obedience to the current jargon 
of the group Still less do they mean the half of 
eliat they do not say a\hen they olTcnd the stranger 
by a devastating silence 

Of course I do not say that all the difTiciilties 
in the way of freedom of intercourse lietucen people 
of dilTercnt countries arc of this superficial characlcr 
and merely matters of manner but many of them 
arc and it is a pity that the door opening towards 
friendship should bo shut at the outset by a fancied 
rebuff of avliicli a little humour at the outset and a 
refusal to taho either oneself or other people too 
seriously, would show the insignificance Bitter 
ness of spirit is often the outcome of unnecessarily 
wounded feelings, and many tragedies of alienation 
have been duo to evcessivc sensitiveness to a slight 
which a httle calm analysis of the situation would 
have sbowai to be entirely imaginary 

To meet mote serious difficulties I would appeal 
to you to carry with you the spirit of courage and 
to bank on friendliness amongst those you meet 
rather than upon unfriendliness Thus you will 
find the doors opening to a mutual intercourse which 
will be of the greatest possible mutual benefit 
Kemember constantly that you are ambassadors on 
behalf of India, going forth to remove misconcep 
27 
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tions and to win honour for your country. The im- 
pression you make upon those with whom you come 
into direct personal contact will be worth more than 
reams of book or papei controversy Ignorance of 
the true significance of Indian cultuie you will 
frequently find to be distressing, and you can do 
much to remove that ignorance as in your varied 
occupations you come into contact with the leaders 
in the different spheies of academic and public life 
You are looking foiward to many kinds of work, 
to preparation in literatuie. m law. in science anH 
medicine One of you at least has the ambition of 
becoming a modem Portia, and to her and her com- 
panion I would ventui e to say that they have at this 
present time a special task in removing misconcep- 
tions about the womanhood of this land, their aims

and aspirations. 

All of you will be prepaimg for your return 
You can do this best by tiying to study all sides of 
the many pioblems you will have to face in the 
future You will come in contact with man}’- differ- 
ent foims of opinion, conservative and progiessive, 
insulai and cosmopolitan, and in geneial with an 
attitude which is glowingly favouiable to Indian 
aspirations Take as an example of a point on 
which many diffeient views are possible the opinions 
held upon the question of compulsory military 
service, You will find that many are coidially ap-

great iiiQuenco in your own country You can best 
j of all prepare yourselves (or this return by rernom 
boring in the words of F H Bradley, that the 
best communities are those which have the best 
men tor their members, and the best men are the 
members of the best communities The two 
problems of the best men and the best state are two 
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sides, two distinguishable aspects of the one pro- 
blem To the solution of this pioblem yon can 
contribute, as you gathei your experience wisely and 
well, and return leady to apply that experience to 
the needs and aspiiations of your own land The 
good wishes of your Univeisity go with you, both 
for the time of youi lemaining abioad and for the

Another joar of academic life has come to a 
close and we hope that the strenuous work in which 
many of the members of the University hare been 
engaged has meant progress m certain directions 
It has been a year of comparative peace within the 
central portion of the University, and the interrup 
tions of regular work which occurred in one or two 
of the Colleges wore not of long duration and are 
now happily things of the past 
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As a Univeisity, we have suffered some serious 
losses in the couise of the year. The late Maharaja- 
dhiiaj Sir Eameshwar Singh, G 0 I.E , of Diu- 
bhanga, was an Honoiary Fellow of the University 
and it is to his munificence that we owe the Dur- 
bhanga Building which has been for many years a 
useful centre of our work We offer om’ sympathy 
as a Univeisity to his family, as also to the family 
of the late Mahaiaja Sii Manindrachandia Nandy, 
K C I B , of Cossimbazar, who was an exceedingly 
geneious benefactoi of the University and of many 
other educational institutions, and who will long be 
lemembered as one of the most versatile and earnest 
promoteis of learning, as well as one of the most un- 
selfish of men, whom modem India has known We 
also mouin the death of Nawabzada Ashiafuddm 
Ahmed, Khan Bahadui, C I E , who, since 1890, 
has been a Fellow (or Honoiary Fellow) of this Uni- 
veisity, and, in his eailier days, gave valuable 
assistance on the Arabic and Persian Boards of 
Studies 

Thiough the letiiement of Dr Geoige Howells 
of Seiampore College, the University has lost the 
services of one who devoted much time and energy to 
what weie, in his view, the best interests of the Uni-' 
versity He was a member of innumerable com- 
mittees, and took an active and useful part in the 
delibeiations of the Senate He was specially inter-

othei scientific leiicws In a leccnt aiticlc tlie lead- 
ing scientists of Biitain described the quality of 
the Indian reseaich in Pure Pin sics in teims wdiich 
Prof Eaman modestly declares to he excessively 
geneious, hut in wdiicli we suspect there is a veiy 
consideiable amount of truth These aie simply out- 
standing examples which go to show^ that -work of a 
very advanced charactei is being done m this Um- 
versity, and that many of the members of our staff 
are acquiring a reputation which has tiavelled far 
beyond the hounds of Bengal, and even of India 
One of the most impoitant events in the year 
has been the setting up, aftei piolonged negotiation, 
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of "m Arbitration Board Tins has been welcomed 
bj teachers as giaing them an added sense of seen 
ritj, and it is hoped that it mil fulfil the capeota 
tions which ha\e heen formed regarding it 

Committee meetings during the a ear haac been 
incessant One of them, to aahich Mr Saamnprasad 
iroolcrjce gaao able secretarial assistance, aaas ap 
pointed to formulate the latest aieaas of the Iniaer 
Fit) upon the subject of the Sccondar) Bdiication 
Bill, and these aiews aacre for the most part endorsed 
ha the Senate Thca represent an adjustment of tlie 
tradition which loft secondar) education in a posi 
tion of somewhat uncertain equilibrium betaacen the 
control of the Education Department and the Uni 
acrsit), to the newer conception that there should 
bo a special Board entrusted with the management 
of this particular form of education The chief 
difficult) aaas to state adcquatcl) and fairl) the re 
lation which the proposed Board should hold to the 
Umaersit) on the one hand and the Education De 
partment on the other, and it is hoped that the solii 
tion offered b) the Umaersit) which represents a 
aery considerable compromise between opposing 
aicavs will commend itself faaourabla to the Lcgis 
lature 

Another important Committee dealt with the 
situation avhicli has arisen oaving to the fact that the 
eaisting arrangement wuth the Uniaersity in respect

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of the Post-Gi adu'ate Deiiartment in paitioiilar 
comes lo an end m the coinse of tins }cai The 
Com-mittee was appointed witli a aocw to ascei tam- 
ing the academic leqiiiiements necessaiy to pieseive, 
consohdate and stimulate tlie essential featuies of the 
piesent scheme of teaching and leseaicli , and to sug- 
gest any changes winch might be necessaiy in the 
constitution of the diffeient administiative and 
academic bodies with a view to seeming moie 
eifective economic co-oidination of lesouices and 
activities It consideied, amongst othei things, the 
possibility of a moie economical oiganisation of the 
offices, and attempted, eithei diiectly oi thiough 
suh-committees, to aiiive at a coiiect estimate of 
the financial situation which would aiise if the 
teaching and reseaich activities of the IJniveisity 
Were to be’ placed on a satisfactoiy basis Noyone 
will deny tlYe comprehensiveness of this aim or the 
diligence of the membeis of the Committee - Their 
patience was at times almost completely exhausted, 
but they letuined to the task with suipiismg re- 
newals of vigour, and weie able, faint yet puisuing^ 
to 'hold no fewer than seventy-six meetings, gieatly 
-assisted by the indefatigable labours of thq two Sec- 
retaires, Mr S P Mookeiiee and P)r

basis and wo agreed on one thing namclv that it 
was unfair to the tcachcrb of the TJmvcrsitv that the 
present unccrtaintj regarding the tenure of their ap 
pointments should tontiniic We were also unitedlj 
of opinion that the activities of the University which 
it was essential to maintain could not bo carried on 
except through an expenditure which would involve 
an increase of resources Tina maj seem to some a 
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staitling and unwelcome conclusion, but I may point 
out that, 111 recent .years, accounts have been 
balanced only through considerable trenchiHg upon 
a temporaiy Qniveisity leseive which is now almost 
completely exhausted, oi will be exhausted at the 
end of the present financial year After that the 
current income of the University will not be able to 
meet the expenditure 

Is the solution then to be the cutting down of 
our expenditure'^ I can only say that this seems to 
me impossible to any appieciable extent unless the 
activities of the Univeisity aie to be veiy seiiously 
hampered, and I think all the membeis of the com- 
mittee would agree with me The necessity foi eco- 
nomy was never far from the mind of any one of us, 
but we weie also of opinion that efficiency is of even 
greater importance and that, if due legard is to be 
had to this, involving fairness of tieatment to the 
membeis of oui staff, and if we aie to be proper 1 }' 
appieciative of the traditions and present oppoitu- 
mties of oui University, the total expenditure can- 
not be diminished and may even have to be slightly 
increased I think I am right in saying that this 
is the mam tiend of oui Eepoit I am aware that 
the University is taking a heavy lesponsibibt} in 
suggesting this further inroad upon the lesouices 
which aie available foi the educational needs of the 
Province, and if I thought that the suggestion arose

dajs the sum of Es 10,000 has been offered to the

but throughout the world and parents esnnot dele 
goto Filch tasks to others which nre fo essentially 
their own 

The function of a ImivcrBite in the State is n 
large and important one It imolvcs the prosision 
of opiwrtunitics for, and the encouragement of, re 
senreh mid higher Bcliolnrship I wns glnd to hear 
from the \ ite CImnccllor of the reinnrl nhlo acliicse 
ments of Calcutta scholars in these fields mid of the 
reputation they lm\e won by their eontrihutions to 
different branches of learning It inaohcs nlso the 
duty of training the minds and drawing out the in 
tellcctual faculties of the thousands of students under 
its charge and of equipping them for their several 
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avocations and professions, so that they may readilv 
hnd foi themselves a place in the social order But 
moie than all else, it involves the foiming of the 
chaiacters of those who by virtue of then opportu- 
nities and qualifications should aspiie to be the lead- 
eis of the community 

I agiee with the Yice-Chancelloi that these 
noble and impoitant tasks cannot be properly ful- 
filled by a University, unless equipped with liberal 
lesources in men and money In the past, this Uni- 
versity has atti acted the geneiosity of wealthy and 
disciiminating benefactors We all regret and de- 
plore the recent loss of two such benefactors by the 
death of Maharajadhiraja Sir Eameshwar Singh, of 
Daibhanga, and Maharaja Sir Manmdia Chandra 
Nandy, of Cossimbazar, and I join with you m your 
expression of sympathy for their families But in 
Bengal, where this University is an object of just 
pride and affection, theie must be many others who 
have the means to minister to its needs and enable it 
to extend its claim to the gratitude of its alumni and 
the province they serve 

The appeal made by the Vice-Chancelloi for a 
generous provision for the needs of the University 
deserves full and sympathetic consideration As is 
well known, the Government of Bengal dispose of a 
revenue, most of the items of which are inelastic 
and which, in relation to the population, is made- 
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qintc to tlic ictiiil ind growing needs ot tlic pro 
Mnee Our iLsourccs rrt coiupiratitelj suinll llic\ 
arc iiici]) iblc of large or rcailj e\pinsion, but from 
them we bate to assume tbc rcsponsibilitj for assist 
ing two Lnnersities a miniber of higb sebools 
greater than tbo o of nii\ other four proeinccs to 
getber and ncarh 00 000 jiriinarj '•cboola As a 
result ot 60 CI il and economic coiubtions, higher cdu 
cation lias de\ eloped in Bengal more rapidh than 
pvimare cduc ttion and estabUshed itself more secure 
h and it h is naturalH absorbed a large share of the 
funds atailablc tor cdiicilion The interim report 
of the Comniitleo of the Statutorj Commission on 
educational progress points out that w hile in Madras 
ot tlie total educational cvpenditnre in 1027 onlj 
07 per cent was spent on Bniaersities and colleges, 
10 8 on secondan education and 37 7 on primarj 
education, and m Bombaj 10 1 on higher education 
19 9 on sccondarj schools and no less than 52 per 
cent on primarj schools the corresponding figures 
for Bengal were 22 2, 32 3 and 17 per cent More 
than half the availahlc monc\ was devoted to mass 
education in Bombay while m Bengal we spent 
more than a fifth on Colleges and Universities and 
only about a sisth on primary schools It is true 
that a largo part of the expenditure was mot from 
fees but this applies equally to primary and higher 
institutions in this province In 1929, a little over 
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25 pel cent of the expenditure of Goveinment on 
education was spent on Univeisities and colleges 
and only 17 per cent on primaiy education 

I do not cite these figuies and make these com- 
paiisons to suggest that the financial admimstiation 
of the Univeisity is extiavagant oi that the expendi- 
tuie on highei education should be reduced We 
have heaid fiom the "Vice-Chancelloi’s Kepoit 
that a competent and industrious Committee has 
lately investigated the oiganisation and staffing of 
the Depaitments of higher study in the Umveisity , 
and I am sure that they have made their recommen- 
dations with due regard to economy consistent with 
efficiency But these figuies do show that in Ben- 
gal we are spending far too little on the education of 
the masses and that the need of primary education 
for money presents an incontestable claim The up- 
lift of the masses is vital to the well-being and deve- 
lopment of the country and should be a matter of 
the deepest interest not only to Goveinment but also 
to all those who by then education should take an 
enlightened and liberal view of public affairs 

At the same time, as voui Chancellor, I am 
anxious that the quality of the training imparted by 
the University should not suffer from lack of funds 
Government have to compare and balance the claims 
of different grades and blanches of education , but 
they ^vlll always he responsive to tlie lust demands 
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of an cfTicient sAStcm of higher education In put 
ting forward our chim to Goicriimcnl, I would 
suggest that the Tjuiairnta will be well adaiRcd to 
go further than pn.'-ent a mere atatcmciit that 
tnonev IS required and to indicate ns clenrlv ns ])os 
Slide the nctiMtics for which inoiiej is required with 
an esplnnation of the importance of the claim that 
each of these actiMties will haic on Roiernnicnt s 
funds Ma c\pericncc leids me to hehcae that this 
IS niccssara to eomjietc succcssfullj with the other 
demands on Goaernment s resources I would again 
express the hope that ns in the past the munificence 
of nubhc spirited indiaiduals aaill come to the assist 
ance of an Institution of such national importance 
and usefulness The Vice Chancellor has pointed 
out thnt an) attempt to increase the income from 
fees b) the admission of large numbers of students 
must inaolae a disastrous lowering of standards and 
aeith this a low I think there is general agreement 
But I should like to suggest for )Our consideration 
avhclher it ma) not be possible to aolucae the same 
result by raising the rate of fees in the Post Gradu 
ate Department It is right thnt elementary educa 
tion should be cheap so ns to be naailablo to all hoaa 
ever poor but a Umaersita education ospcciall) i 
post graduate course, cannot be a cheap commodity 
and those avtio enjoy it may fairly be asked to con 
tribute a reasonable proportion of its cost 
30 
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There is anothei matter to which I should like 
to refer once again, namely, the problem of what is 
teimed ‘ middle-class unemployment ’ Eveiy year 
it becomes moie acute and affects large numbers, but 
anv effective solution still seems fai distant The 
Universities in India must be concerned at this diffi- 
cult problem A system of higher education cannot 
justify itself if it takes no account of the social and 
economic structure of the country for whose benefit 
it exists, or of what is to become of those whom it 
has educated It must be a mistake when the whole 
atmosphere of a high school is one of preparation for 
the University It might be better if- there was 
some discriminatory diversion of boys obviously- un- 
fitted for higher work of ' University life to careers 
better suited 'to their capacity 

This is evidently a problem' that asks for your 
most serious consideration It 'has been suggested 
that the establishment of a University Employment 
Bureau, while it cannot provide a radical cure, may 
yet mitigate the extent of the evil 

Last year- 1 leferred to the impoitance of the 
University obtaining a suitable University playing 
field I understands search was madeToi a 'pitch 
on the Maidan, but one is not available I suggest 
that such a place would not be suitable The Uni- 
versity should have a ground of its own which it can 
enclose I should like to see this accomplished

must not be daunted by our difhcultica Jet us take 
pride in surmounting them But it wall need our 
wisest thought and hv learning even from failures 
wo must ruthlessly discard whatever is ineffective or 
inferior It will need courage, patience and good 
will but these will be forthcoming with a dolcrmi 
nation to consider only tlie welfare of Bengal and 
the abihtv ofuts educational system to give the best 
possible to the people

Our Financial Position 

The quinquennial financial settlement ot the 
Umveisity with the Government of Bengal came 
to an end on the 31st May, 1930 Duiing the past 
quinquennium the Government of Bengal sanction- 
ed an annual giant of 2 lacs 43 thousand rupees and 
accepted a contingent liability of 57,000 lupees In 
sanctioning the giant Government piomised to 
considei the mattei fuithei at the end of that peiiod 
and it anticipated tliat “ with the expeiience of five 
Ncais it should be possible to aiiive at a moie ac- 
cniale and definite figuic of the lecuiimg giant ” 
1 need liaully add that tins giant was sanctioned 
onl\ loi the Post-Giadnatc Dcpaitment and was in 
addition to tlie giant ol Bs 1,28,000, winch the 
I nucmih has been leceiving fiom Government foi 
maiu ^enis past On tlie 21st of July, 1930, tins

ment without delay, on w’hich alone depends the 
veiy continued existence of the teaching depait- 
meiits of the University I fuither express the 
hope that the giant sanctioned by Government will 
be secured by a statutoiy enactment as has been 
done in the case of the Dacca University and the 
matter set at rest for evei 

I feel I must also lefei to the financial difficult- 
ies of the piivate colleges in Bengal affiliated to 
this University The usual annual recmimg grant 
of Rs 1,29,000 made by the Government of India 
and assigned to the Government of Bengal has been 
suspended this year A lepiesentation has been 
made to Government by the Senate on behalf of the 
Colleges and we tiust that the matter will be sym- 
pathetically considered by Youi Excellency's 
Government 

While making oui insistent demand on the 
Exchequei of the Piovince I desire to assure Govern- 
ment and the public of Bengal, that University has

Anothei important health and welfare problem 
for the CJmvcrsitj iluilents is the question of tlioir 
Tcitdcncc Most of our Btmlents come from tlio 
rural areas when tbe> at anj rate get sufTioiont 
amount of fresh air, fresh acgotables, milk and fish 
In tlic metropolis living is very dear and thoj can 
bardj manage to just subsist on tbc money that tboj 
get from then paients or gu irdians The places of 
residence of students cvcfi those that are known as 
attached lodgings and messes me iippallinglj bad, 
unhedthj congtsUd and ovci crowded Hard 
worl and pooi lood and unhcalth) enviioiimi ills 
soon make a heavy mciiision into their slender re 
serves with disastious results I appeal to the 
representatives of the people on our Legislative 
Council and other public bodies to obtain large sums 
of money toi the establishment of welfare work lor 
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oul .students and foi pioviding suflicicnt liostcl ac- 
commodation foi tliose cs])ccia]ly Ining in Calcutta.

The Problem of Unemployment. 

I must, howevei admit that these high ideals 
cannot be attained without peace of mind and con- 
tentment whicli you can in most cases attain only if 
you have a faiil}'' lemuneiative vocation to pursue 
The discontent and tiouble of which we hear sr 
much IS largely due to unemployment of the educal 
ed classes The pursuit of knowledge for the sake 
of knowledge alone, is the Inxiiiy of the well-to-do 
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chsscs ind the iicli 0\cr 90 per cent of oiir 
gr'xdu^te'^ tike degree^ nnd diplomes for the sake of 
their mge caunng \aliic I cm ■well undeistand 
tile disappointment ol many of our young men 
when after 14 aears oi more of arduous work they 
find that the slender resources of then parents and 
guardians hare been spent on them, without a cer 
taint} of c\en a small retmn The man who looks 
nftei the eleoti ic lights and fans, the motor media 
me and the man who driacs the car are earning 
mole than the aaerage graduate 

To sol' c the problem of unemployment wc 
have on the one hand to educate public opinion on 
the dignity of lahoui and of mechanical locations of 
life ns against the pursuit of what is called the 
learned professions and on the othci to provide faoi 
lities for vocational education foi oui young men so 
that after receiiing the necessary training they may 
he able to earn at least a living wage Here again 
locational education alone will not solve the proh 
lem of unemployment betause prisons equipped 
with vocational knowledge ought also to get employ 
ment in sufficient numbers in industrial concerns 
and undertakings not only run bi Government, 
but also by private enterprise Over production of 
diploma holders in vocational education will very 
soon be as great a problem as over productioiy of 
graduates in what is called cultural education' has 
become for sometime past

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The agiiciiltuial and mining icsoiiices of India 
offei a field foi development which vill find sufil- 
cient woik and bung prospeiity and contentment in 
its wake To have a piospeioiis industrial concern, 
whethei in the mechanical, engineciing, business oi 
commerce oi othei blanches ol voik oi foi the 
development of the mining and agiicultuial icsoiiices 
of oui coiinti^, peace is essential No coimti}" has 
piogiessed until theie has been peace Peace must 
be seemed b}^ om men in public life, and oui edu- 
cationists on then pait should change the system of 
education which has lesulted in these acute questions 
of unemployment which is causing so much miseiy 
and umest 

The policy in the past has lesulted in pioducing 
an ovei population of intelligentsia without provid- 
ing foi employment foi the active minds of our 
population 


Vocational Guidance 

The Indian child s mind has been left unex- 
plored The pioblem vhich deserves oui immediate 
attention is the practical sympathetic and purpose- 
ful guidance of oui youth We have never thought 
of giving vocational guidance to our young people 
We know that the average Indian child is brought 
up without a definite plan or purpose We have 
human traits, human intelligence, human aptitudes, 
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nbilitics niid pcciilinritic; nncl ncconliiig to tlio 
mtunl, intclleclunl, moral and plijsical cndo^^ 
mcnt of each person a \ast reduction of \ocatioml 
misfits imII fie posaifilc Organised \ocatioml 
guidance in India w ill do a lot to guide the genius 
and cuergj of tin joiitli 

A largo percentage of poisons ufio are mcntallj 
and constitiitionallj inisiiited for fiiglicr education 
wall do well to fie diicrtcd to industrial and commer 
cial channels fij starling upon a useful career while 
tficj are )oinig enough to learn Psicho inaljs!-. 
and ENpcnmcntal Psacliolog> is a most useful 
modem science and h> its judicious and proper ap 
plication wo maj bo afile to direct the energies of 
our joiing men in the right path and therefij snao 
them from miscucs and pitfalls in their after life 

I am coniinccd it will pay Government to start 
in the Umveisilv a department for vocational 
guidance and an craplojmenl bureau

Fellow graduates, tfieic can fie no doubt tint 
wo are passing tlirougli anxious times A heavy 
responsibility rests alifie with the teaefiers and the 
students It is not for me to suggest that students 
should keep tfieir cais shut and eyes dosed to what 
IS going on around them What I do maintain is 
that It should fie the duty of all who are interested 
m the true welfare of students to see that their aca 
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demic pm suits are not interfered with and they; are 
not thiown off then mental equilibrimu 

I do not toi a moment discomuge the study and 
discussion of pimciples of politics within the Uni- 
versity, in Univeisity Unions and Students’ Parlia- 
ments I do, bowevei, advise them not to be swept 
off then feet and to piematuiely follow the alluring 
palh of active politics 

It IS a tiuism that the students of to-day unll 
be the citizens of to-moirow. Let the foundation 
of tiue citizenship be therefore well and tiuly laid 
under the auspices of this University by efforts of 
well-iegulated and disciplined academic life and, in 
my conviction, I feel I had the suppoit of the 
weighty authoiity of no less a patiiot and educa- 
tionist than the gieat Sir Asiitosh Mookerjee 
Standing in this veij'" liall in the midst of cncum- 
stances and conditions similai to those pi evading to- 
day, Sn Asutosli Mookeijee exhoited the young 
giadiiates assembled in a Convocation in woids of 
ivisdom which aie as tiue to-day as when they weie

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you have lefeired The decision to confer honoiaiy 
degiees upon Sn Eajendranath Mookerjee, Dr 
Herambachandia Maitia and Di Bentley will, 1 
feel sure, be leceived with geneial satisfaction and 
pleasuie It is my piivilege to be peisonally ac- 
quainted with all of them and I feel that it would 
have been difficult to find anv in our midst whose 
lecord of seivice m tlieii own paiticulai spheies 
could be legaided as moie deserving of the honom 
It was a souice of special giatification to me to 
have the piivilege of piesenting to Sir Venkata 
Raman the Hughes Medal awarded for special 
scientific leseaich and I should like to take

As you have said, an outstanding event of the 
academic yeai has been the completion of the laboius 
of tlie Umveisity Oiganisation Committee The 
appointment of such a Committee had become in- 
evitable, if only by leason of the vigoioiis giowlh of 
post giaduate studies and leseaich The scheme 
devised by Sii Asutosh Mookeijee has passed fiom 
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mfnnov to mnliiritj mid tlie necc-sitj ot cniuring a 
■^tiblc Ejstciii for lliG future, linked upon tlio expcri 
once of tlic pisl, Ind become nciite Tlic imestigft 
lioin of tbc Comimtlec were neccsE'rrj ns much lor 
the ncidcmic welfnrc of the Onivcrsitj ns its econo 
inic ndmiiuslntion Om tlnuks nrc due to tlic 
Committee mid hpccinl inensure of jirmsc must be 
c\teiidcd to Dr Urquhsrt ulio presided To his 
ciiergt mid giiidmicc the Miaess nttciidnni oii tin 
Inliours of tins Committee is in no smnll mensure 
duo I trust tint tlio vtr) comprehensive thnnges 
proposed in tlio report mil mnkc for the Lffcctiic 
doiclopment nnd control of the post-grndimto Bide 
ot the Uniicrsitj life The finniioinl imphcntioiis 
of the report hue not jet been plnccd before mo — 
indeed I uiidcrbtaiid flic cxnmination of them hns 
not jet been completed, but it mil be readily \ji 
pretinted that, hoiicitr desirable in tbemscllcs the 
proposed reforms maj be. Government will no doubt 
consider it necessary in the present btnto of tho Pro 
vincinl finances to bcnitiniBc mth tho greatest care 
any proposals which involve an inorcascd demand 
on public revenues It ib, howovoi, widely tenliBcd 
that considerable modifications are called for in the 
present sohomo of control and organisation and I 
hope to see the fullest co operation between Govern 
ment and the University in scclong a solution of tho 
present problem consistent with economy and aea 
dcmic efficiency 
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I .have natlually been watching with anxiety 
the conditions pievaihng not only in this Piesidency 
but thioughout India dining the past year It was 
obvious that as a icsult of tiade depiession and civil 
disobedience the revenues of the Piovmce would be 
seiiously diminished which would involve letiench- 
ment in all diiections As Chancelloi, I realise that 
the piospeiity of this Umveisity must i e-act on the 
piospeiity of the Presidency, and we have, all of 
us, leason foi concern when we see the revenue^ 
being so seiiously diminished 

You have lefeiied in some detail, Mi Vice- 
Chancelloi, to the financial difficulties of the Uni- 
versity The subject is complex and not free from 
controveisial issues, but in view of the request I 
have received by a Kesolution of the Syndicate to 
leceive a deputation on this subject, it would be 
inadvisable for me to lefei at length to this question 
to-day Let me say at once that I welcome the 
oppoitunity which such an occasion should affoid 
me of healing diiect fiom the repiesentatives of the 
University a full statement of then financial position 
to-day and the pioposals which they may wish to 
make ioi meeting it I shall be glad to leceive a 
deputation on the subject in the eaily tutiiie 

I listened, not without some concern, to your 
remarks as regards the health and physical welfare 
of tile students of the University Yoiii remarks, 
coming as they do from one who is eminently quali-

budding Eaman fiom his puisuit of scientific tiuth 
to the caieer of a conjm’oi oi illusiomst Psycho- 
analysis at all events would appeal to provide unsuc- 
cessful examinees with an admirable excuse for 
failuie However, I am told that experiments by 
psycho-analytical examination have to be successful 
in other countiies 

It seems to me that the fundamental principle 
on which we should base our efforts to deal with this 
question of unemployment among oui educated 
classes, is not so much the finding of posts for oui 
graduates when we have tiained them, but the 
tiaining of oui students foi the world they have to 
live in That is why I personally welcome the 
Vice-Chancelloi’s proposal, for his line of attack is 
fundamentally in the right direction and the chief 
question is how far it can be made to work in prac- 
tice

becoming stoicotjpcd and formal I do not under 
rate tins aim hut I think it is Mifficicntl} recognised 
nnd, indeed, it is enshrined m the \cr} motto of this 
Unncrsitj The Ada ancement of I earning Allot 
us must rejoice to note the indications that this 
motto IS still an acliac msjiiration nnd ncclnini the 
broadening spirit of enqiiirj and research the m 
creasing provision of Professorships laboratories 
and libraries the important work aircad} done the 
"ork no" in prospect 

I do feel however that nUnivcrsit} has a more 
practical utilitv Of a luindred who enter its doors 
probab!} only one can look forward to a life to be 
spent in the neivicc of pure inquiry, as pioneer in 
the uncharted seas and untravolled lands of know 
ledge The others must find their daily work in 
some more conventional and less exciting business 
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A Univeisit^ has a dnlY io tlicse loo, not only to give 
them that lia&is ol gcncial cdncalioii wliicli vill 
make tbeii piinciplcs moie sound and tlicii sym- 
pathies moic gcneions, but to fit them in some 
measure foi thou lospcctivc avocations 

Tlie customs of tins comitiy make this task 
dilficult Leainmg has been loo largely litciaiy oi 
philosophical and its jnactical implications foi com- 
mon life tend to be neglected Tlie system of mass 
piodnction, the inhibitions of caste, the hue of the 
beaten tiack, these and other causes lead the gieat 
majoiity of Unncisih students to lav, leaching or 
the seivice of tho State All these aic necessar} and 
woitliy piofessions, but the} aic oiei-ciowdcd and 
offci piizes only to the few The time has surely 
come for students to turn in large numbers to the 
vast and more sparsely occupied fields of applied 
science I once heard Science desciibed as “an 
entrancing pursuit of the atom and the star,” it is 
not only that it is a study many of the lesiilts of 
which can solve the problems and fulfil the needs of 
everyday life Some years ago, there was a marked 
flow in this University towards scientific subjects, 
but if, this IS now decreasing, it may be because 
enough energy and cnterpiise liave not been forth- 
coming m the application of scientific Icnowledge 
There is room yet foi Engineers and Architects, for 
prospectors and metallurgists, foi men who will use 
modern methods and achievements in the innumeia- 
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ble branches of technical industry If we arc wise 
our onn foresight and prudence and patriotism will 
bt as actii c as the pies-iirc of economic necessity in 
guiding many moic of the ablest students into these 
less crowded spheres ol activity 

And now it i emains loi me only to congratul tte

You will find that the educational institutions 
of western countiies have specialised in the coipoi- 
ate life of students and a great deal of the success of 
then students in the woild is due to the part which 
the latter aie called upon to take in the extia-acade- 

mic activities in the ITniversitv One cannot but

admit that this side of the education of a young 
man has not been fully developed m India The 
natural inclination of Indian students who go 
abroad is to mix only with then own countiymen 
who happen to be there I would advise you to 
resist this temptation as much as possible By this 
I do not mean that you should shun the society of 
Indian students in foreign countiies but you must 
not confine youi association entirely to them Life 
of an Indian student in a residential college can be 
very pleasant if he is not shy and unduly sensitive 
The games, the debating societies and the social life 
in tlie college not only piovide recreation but help 
111 the acquisition of knowledge outside his special 
line of study I would like to take this opportuni- 
t-^ to draw the attention of the student community 
to one of the outstanding dilfeiences between stu- 
dents in India and m foieign countiies The latter 
btndv and discuss but veiy laiely take an active part 
111 politics Whereas it is the unfoitunate practice 
in this country among students to spend a considei- 
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ibic portion ot tlicii lime in ictiic pirticipition in

The happy occasion foi the first time in the 
annals of this Univeisity of the confeiment of an 
Honoiaiy Degiee of Doctor of Law on its 
Chancelloi, affoids me this afternoon the oppoi- 
tunity of making a hiief statement of the meiits of 
the lecipient of this high distinction and honour in 
the gift of the Umveisity 

Sii Fiancis Stanley Jackson was educated at 
two of the most famous seats of learning 'lie 
was at school in Haiiow and took his Degiee from 
Camhiidge 

Taking up a political caieei Sii Stanley sat in 
the House of Commons, fiom 1915 to 1926, as 
Membei foi the Howdenshne Division of his native 
County of Yoikshne and was Financial Secretary to 
the War Office dining 1922-23 at a time when the 
position earned ivith it much of the laboui and 
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miMcU rcsnUinf! from the conflicting clnimi, of imsl 
\nr ccononn sml post wsr icorgi«i«ition Me \%ns 
then CInirnnn of the L nionist Fort} (102) 20) an 
oflicc Mliieh he nl^e up to seciime the Governorship 
of Bengal 

He inv active 'ervict in Sontli Africa during 
the War of 1800 1002 and during the Gicit War 
of 101 1 18 coininandcd a Imtt ilion of tlie West 
lorh'-liire Regiment Tie is n Depiiti Tiieuteiiaiit 
for till Wc>t Riding lorKsIiirc 

Sir Slanlct was made a Meniher of His 
Majistv s Privj Council in 1920 and i Ismght 
Grand Commander of the most eminent Order of 
the Indian Umpire (G C I E ) in tlic following 
jear I rejoice that Hia Jlajcstv the Sovereign 
Head of the Ancient Orders of Chivalrj, has tins 
veat created Hi Hxccllcnc) a Knight ot Grace ot 
the Venerable Order of St John ot Jcrnsalcin 

It 15 a matter of the highest gratification for 
us that His Fsccllcnej s coiiipanioii in his ideals of 
Service to Hnmamtj lias also liccn honoured m the 
same garette and has been made a Commander of 
the same Order The Hon hie Inidv Tatkson bj 
her graciousness and ctiarraing porsonahtj has won 
all hearts Her keen interest for the welfa e of tl e 
gentle sc\ spcciall) those within the restraint of the 
Gosha or Purdah has created such an impression on 
their minds that tliej will alvvajB lool bacl with the 
kindest thought aud the sweetest inemoiv to tlio 
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peiiocl dnrmg which they liacl tlie privilege of enjoy- 
ing hci kindness and hospitality 

Sir Stanley’s piowess as a Spoitsman in many 
fields is too well-knovn and appreciated to lequiic ic- 
petition At ilariow and at Cambiidge (wheie he 
captained the eleven in 1892-93) lie made a lepii- 
tation as a ciicketeei which he subsequently main- 
tained and enhanced playing for many yeais for his 
own County of Yoikshne and for England His 
fiist visit to India in the cold wcathei of 1892-93 
was made as a member of a visiting Ciicket Team 
His mtciests in, and sei vices to, all manly foims of 
sports have been a noticeable featuie of his period 
of office in Bengal, a seivice which the Univeisity 
can hardly oven ate either from the veiy important 
point of view of improving the physique of the 
rising generation or fiom the equally important 
point of view of chaiactei -building It was fitting 

therefore that when last y^ai the I/niversrty itself 
for the first time set up a Club for the better orga- 
nisation of spoits within the University and for 
awards of ‘ Blues ’ and ‘ Half Blues,’ His Ex- 
cellency should be asked to be its first President 
His Excellency has also taken a keen and 
personal interest in the Calcutta University Train- 
ing Corps and is its first Honorary Colonel As 
by a happy coincidence I am not only his Vice- 
Chancellor, but also the Commanding Officer of 
the Calcutta University Training Corps, I can 
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spcik ivitli persoml 1 nowkdgc of tlic cntliUBinSitr- 
^\lllcll Ins contact has crtitcd and tlic jov nitli 
nliicli nc ha\c each jcnr looked forward to Ins ansit 
to our Camp 

Warmh interested in the welfare of the rising 
generation an\ious to meet and mingle with ^outh 
whether in the field of Sports or the realm of Edu 
cation his attractiae and genial personality and 
o\er radiant smile ha\e stnicl a rcsponsiyo 
chord in our hearts 

Our Chancellor inherits a tradition of public 
sen ICC and of sen ice to education of which anj 
one may yyell bo proud His father I ord \llcrton 
was not onlj Secretary for Ireland and rmancial 
Secrctarj to the Treasury at 'Whitehall tor an 
unusually long period of si\ years, but he had the 
rare distinction of being a Tcllow of the Royal 
Society, and one of the founders of the Uniycrsity 
of Ijccds which in subsequent years Riipphcd in the 
person of Sir 'Michael Sadler the Chairman of the 
Commission on the 'Cniversity of Calcutta, whoso 
monumental report on Education in India is the 
guiding star and beacon light of all pilgrims on the 
path of pursuit of knowledge leading to the Jiighcst 
goal of Humanity 

Sir Stanley has followed in the footsteps of Ins 
distinguished father in hia interest in education in 
the stricter sense of the word Ho is a Governor 
of his own school at Harrow and throughout his 
39 
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teim of office in Bengal, he has taken a high and 
seiious view of his duties as Chancellor of the Uni- 
versities of Calcutta and Dacca The positive ad- 
vantages which have accrued from the manner in 
which in time of difficulty and difference of opinion 
His Excellency has been able to discharge the 
aiduous functions of the head of the Univeisity and 
the head of the administration, bringing to bear 
upon the responsibility of each office the knowledge 
and experience gained in the other, are too well- 
known to you to lequiie any recounting or elabora- 
tion at my hands 

I conclude this brief statement of the eminent 
position and attainments and the services rendered 
to the cause of advancement of learning by this 
distinguished recipient of an honoraiy degree of 
our University to-day by reproducing with neces- 
sary modifications the words and sentiments of the 
"Vice-Chancellor on the occasion of the conferment 
of the honorary degree of Doctor of Literature on 
His Excellency’s distinguished predecessor the 
Maiquess of Zetland, then the Earl of Bonald- 
shay *

Jfr H M Pcrcnal was appointed a Fellow of 
the Uiiiicisity of Calcutta in 1885 Ho was an 
eminent scholar and a great educationist He was 
scmoi Piofessoi of English in the Picsidcn j Col 
lege and also acted as Principal of that College 
After his retirement he continued to serve our Uni- 
versity by acting as an Examiner of theses for our

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Mr N N Raye was appointed a Fellow of this 
Umveisity in 1916, and was appointed a Fellow of 
the newly created Umveisity of Patna in 1917 
At the time of his death lie occupied the lesponsible

Manlavi Miiham-mad Irfan was appointed a 
Fellow of the University in 1915 After his re- 
in ement fiom service he continued to be an examin- 
ei of this University and his services to learning 
weie lecognised by the award of the title of Khan 
Bahadni in the New Year’s 11 ononis List, winch 
unfoitiinately he did not live to leceive 

Dr Piasanna Knmai Ray was the hist Indian 
to have taken the Degiee of Dootoiate in Science 
fiom a Biitish University He was appointed a 
Fellow in 1879 when many of ns weie not peihaps 
boin He was the fiist Indian to be piomoted from 
the Piovincial to the Indian Educational Service and 
was foi yeais Head of the Department of Philoso- 
phy at the Presidency College lie was appointed 
Pimcipal of the Dacca College in 1903 and, in 
1905, became the Principal of the Presidency Col- 
lege He was the first Indian to occupy these 
positions He was also the fiist Indian to be the 
Registrar of the University of Calcutta and served 
fiom 1887 to 1889 as such He was oui first Ins- 
pector of Colleges horn 1907 to 1916 At the 
time of his death he was one of the Honorary Fel- 
lows of our University

in 1911 The Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
Literature was conferred on him by the Dnivcrsitj 
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of Dacca in 1927 wlieie he was for some time Pio- 
fessor and Dead of his Department Inspite of 
failing health and old age, the Mahamahopadhyay 
attended meetings of the Senate on all important 
occasions 

Lastly, I have to refer to the death of the 
Hon’ble Mian Sir Muhammad Shafi who died in 
harness as a Memhei of the Executive Council of 
His Excellency the Viceroy in chaige of the Depart- 
ment of Education, and was an ex-officio Eellow 
of our Umveisity Dis unexpected and sudden 
death is a tragedy which the country deeply mourns 
He had served under three Viceroys as Education 
and Law Membei During his first term of office 
as Member-in-charge of the Department of Educa- 
tion, no less than 6 Universities were established in 
India which is a unique record He was uniform- 
ly popular amongst Hindus and Muslims, Euro- 
peans and Indians, Officials and non-Officials 
His hospitality and genial kindness weie extended 
to all While he was anxious to do all he could for 
the Muslim community, he nevei foigot the larger 
issue of the country as a whole

Changes in Curriculum and Eegulations 

The year undei leview has been marked by 
activities in the diiection of le-oiganisation of Ee- 
gulations and Eides foi the impiovement of stand- 
aids of studies, examinations and geneial efficiency 
We have been able to make some material 
changes in the existing syllabuses m Mathematics 
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for the Intcimcilnli. B A and B be E\ninimtions 
A\Iiich lie now being cNRnuncil lij tlio 6o\crnmont 
of Bengal, while a Committee Ima been appointed 
to icorganibo the methods of teaching Solid Geo 
mctij and Astronoina to the B A ind B Si 
Honouif, students, ind changes liaee also been made 
in tbo sellabiiscs of studies in Historj for the B A 
E\amination in Vntliropologa for the B A and 
B Sc Eeaminations in English for the M A E\a 
mination and in Geologj for the Cisil Engineering 
students at the B E rvamination 

The courses of studj in manj other subjects 
for the dilTorcnt e\iminatioiis haao imdergono 
changes which are too manj to rctci to in detail 
heio Jlention maj howeicr bo made of the recent 
changes in the sjllabuses of studj m Arabic and 
Persian for the Jt A Examination foi tbo Uniaorai 
tj> which include a proxision for the submission of 
a thesis in lieu of part of the examination I hate 
no doubt that this has removed a long felt w ant of 
students of the Mussalman community who would 
now take adiantage ol this inipoitant pioMsion and 
engage in original investigation in Arabic and 
Persian m increasing numbers Anothei import 
ant change in the oumcuUim of studies of the Uni 
\ ersity is the proposed institution of a special degree, 
namely that of Doctor of Science in Public Health 
My thanks are due to Lt Col A D Stewert 
IMS, Director of the All India Institute of 
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Hygiene and Public Health, through whose un- 
tiring efforts we have been able to work out the 
details of this special Degree 

I am also indebted to my colleagues on the 
Faculty of Medicine and the Syndicate foi helping 
me in maintaining a high standard in Medical 
Examinations geneially, and in the awaid of 
Doctoiates and inghei Medical degrees 

A u other important change in oui Eegulation 
has been with regard to the academical dress foi 
the holders of the Doctorate Degrees In order to 
distinguish between the Doctors of different 
Faculties facings of the colour of the appropriate 
Faculties have been provided for in the gowns, 
while it has been laid down that in the case of 
recipients of Honorary Degrees, the gown shall be 
of scarlet led coloui with facing of the colour of 
the appiopiiate Faculty, and Youi Excellency has 
been the fiist lecipieiit ol an Honor an Degiee uudei 
this legnlation 

Unfortunately it has not been possible up till 
now to give a final shape to the proposed new

The recommendations of the Limversity Orga 
nisation Committee, as adopted b\ the Senate, to 
gethcr with the financial implications had been 
submitted to Government in Jiilj 1030 As the 
decision of Government ■was not received by the 
Umversitj in lime to picpare the Budget Estimates 
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for the yeai 1930-31, it was decided to prepare these 
Estimates on the basis of the present commitments, 
without giving effect to any of the recommendations 
of the Organisation Committee The Budget Esti- 
mates foi the cuiient year, as passed by the Senate, 
showed a deficit of Ks 1,83,026 undei the Eee and 
Post-giaduate Teaching Eunds, after taking into 
account the Government Giant of Es 3,00,000 
which was being paid fi om the commencement of the 
five-yeais peiiod of settlement Au application was 
made to Government in A.ugust, 1931. foi an addi- 
tional giant of Es ] ,83,000 to meet this deficit 
Government infoimed the TJniveisity that undei no 
ciicumstances would it be possible for them to make 
any additional giant in excess of the amount of one 
lakh paid last yeai The Sjmdicate was thus faced 
nith the difficultv of finding this additional sum of 
Es 83,000 to meet the vleficit in its entiiety A 
Committee was appointed foi tlie pin pose to advise 
the Syndicate as to the couise that should be follow- 
ed The Committee found that the opening balan- 
ces of the two Funds, viz , the Fee and Eost- 
giaduate Teaching Funds, had been piactically ex- 
liaiisted and that theie was do othei souice fiom 
which this additional amount could be met The 
Committee had, theiefoie, to lecommend vaiious 
1 eductions in the sanctioned giants which amount- 
ed to Es 35,848 This amount, togetbei with a 
total saMug ol E'?

learning in Asia, I thought it necessary to give the 
lesolution of the Syndicate publicity by bunging it 
to the special notice of all membeis of the Senate 
and thiough them of the widei public and appeal to 
the paients and guardians of boys and girls, whose 
young lives aie thieatened with desk notion by the 
toiiential gusts of revolutionaiy ideas, to lend their 
whole-hearted support and active co-operation to 
the Umveisity in countei acting this teiiible menace 
to the peaceful pursuit of knowledge.

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ed' On the contiary, I ask you to be tolerant of 
the motives and actions of other people Do not 
be aggressive but live and let live Pray do not 
mistake ludeness for independence nor courtesy and 
level ence to elders and obedience to authority as a 
maik of weakness or servitude They are indeed 
the marks of a stiong charactei and of gentlemanly 
and manly instincts May you never deviate fiom 
the stiaight path of honour and wisdom*

The uncmplojmtiit question, npceiallj ntuong 
he grcduatec of the Unitercitj, is becoming n 
lifficult bocnl pioblcm Wliilc the Umtersities 
:annot dircctlj contribute to llie solution of tins 
problem, tbcj can nt anj" rate bring about some 
ilear thinking If we compare tlic statistics of our 
graduates in any year, it will be scon that our 
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clcgiee-lioldcis of UmveisitY cclucatiou aic out of 
all piopoiiion to tbc niimbei of litciatc persons in 
the countiy, and thcie aie not as many avenues for 
woik and employment foi them as theie aie in 
the western countiies Acquisition of knowledge 
for its own sake can he indulged in by a few The 
majority take up Univeisity education on account 
of its wage-earning capacity 

The tragedy of unemployment amongst giadu- 
ates and then inefficiency which the different em- 
ploying depaitments aie faced with every day, is 
laigely the effect of a great inciease in the number 
of Umveisities and Univeisity students, without a 
coiiespondmg use in the level of quality or any 
attempt at selection or disci imination giving them 
vocational guidance in the eaiher stages of their 
education They follow the beaten track without 
thinking oi discrimination, and take up gioups of 
subjects which aie uniemuneiative and for which 
they are tempeiamentally, physically, mentally, and 
financially unsuited 

Eeconstruction of the System of Education 

I am afraid a diastic change and reconstruction 
of our educational system is essentially necessaiy 
It IS also necessaiy for Government to establish a 
department for vocational guidance in the pre- 
Univeisity stage, and an employment biiieau which 
should foim contiacts with the Univeisity and its 
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Tfrilinlcil iii'^tiliilions, vidi n Mou to tn niul s'rikc 
T Iitiltli\ Inliiice bchMoii siippU niul clcninntl 
Wlnt IS required is tlml slmkiits «lioiild lie piicn

funds for their existcnco 
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New Careers for Young Men 

In oidci to cncoiuage oiu >oung men to take 
np manual tiammg and agiiciiltiiie, the Umvcrsit\ 
IS at piesent consideiing, tlnongli a committee, the 
feasibility of a scheme suggested by Sii Daniel 
Hamilton foi employment of some of the youths of 
the Bhadialog classes, m the diiections of co-opeia- 
tive woik, iiiial leconsti action and development of 
agiicultuie It IS howevci sad to think that in 
spite of the fact that the mtciest of the laigest 
section of the people of India is in agiicnltiiie, onr 
young men think that it is incompatible with then 
position and dignity to have to do anything with the 
land and agiicultiiie It will do well foi oui 
giadiiates to know that gentlemen faimeis of 
Em ope have moie peace and plenty than many 
titled gentlemen and so-called landloids of om 
countiy I have no donbt that my countrymen will 
soon realize the correct meaning of the dignity of 
labour and will find it a ]oy and profit to take to 
occupations othei than Government service oi the 
crowded profession of law Agiiciiltuie and 
Forestry have also a leally highly scientific and 
technical side by the knowledge of which we can 
pieseive oiii assets and inciease oiii outputs What I 
want IS that oui young men should in increasing 
numbers look foi caieeis in many other professions 
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which do not Bccm to have nttneted them suffioiont- 
ly BO far, such as the Army, the Navy, the Air 
Forces, the Police, the Mcicantile Marine, Horh 
culture. Architecture, Art, Music, Commerce and 
Industry I repeat, therefore, for the consideration 
of the authorities tlie importance of vocational 
guidance in the earlier stages of our student s life 
and again draw the attention of the Department of 
Education to what I mentioned in my Convocation 
Address in the year 1931 

HrALTH or STunrKTS Fvetons or Politic \i 
Unrest 

It IS a matter ot great concern to me that the 
average health and strength ot our voung men who 
join the University arc considerably lower than 
they ought to be 

In my Convocation Address in 1931 I have 
drawn attention to the appalling condition of 
physical unfitness and inefficiency of our students 
The matter ought to engage the serious consideia 
tion ot our men in public life I desire to invite 
the attention ot the Hon hie Minister ot Education 
ot Bengal and ot all elected representatives ot the 
people in the Legislative Councils as well as ot the 
members ot Government m the different provinces 
ot India, to this grave and seiious problem, and call 
upon them to take remedial measures to overcome

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the causes ot lil-health amongst the youths of India 
The political unrest and upheaval we are witnessing 
so much in oui country has in many cases a psy- 
chological, pathological and economic background 
due to defective nutrition, nen^ous overstrain, un- 
employment and poverty. 


Strain of Examinations and prolonged 
Courses of Studies. 

I would like again to repeat that certain changes 
are essential in the very system of our education 
As far as this University is concerned I am of opinion 
that relief should he given to the strain on the 
students caused by piolonged comses of studies, 
long hours of work without a break and too many 
examinations duiing the hot months The Syndi- 
cate have passed a resolution regarding a break in 
the hours of work and are now considering my pro- 
posal of the feasibility of finishing all the examina- 
tions by February, and not going on into the hot 
months as at present I have every hope that with 
a sympathetic Syndicate and a willing Controller 
of Examinations, some effective steps would be 
taken in this direction in the near future 

The Universities could also do a good deal in 
improving the physical condition of young men by 
introducing certain essential changes in the couises 
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of studies, for instmcc, •nhilc it is possible for n 
Matncuhlc to get Honours Degree or s Tnpos in 
Osford or Cnmbndgc (which is cqiiuslont to our 
M A ), three scars nftcr Mntnculntion, wl ore here 
called upon to spend about si), jtirs for a similar 
degree The course of studies of sis sesrs for a 
graduate in medicine la also much more prolonged 
than in anj other countrs It is no wonder that 
most of our joung men who gel out of the fjiiiicrsitj 
come out pile, worn out and amcmic creatures 
Thej ha\o no joj in life A comparison of an 
English public school and an English Unucrsitj 
with our corresponding institutions rcacals the 
striking difference 1 am afraid I must again 
repeat that a radital oacrhauhng of the foundations 
of our educational sjstcm seems to he urgcntl) 
called for, and I hope m the interests of our joiitli 
and sound education, cartful e\aimnalion of this 
problem will he undertaken soon 

TunuatunosiB Mrsaci' 

I am perturbed at the information giicn to me 
by Dr A C Ukil, Director, Tuberculosis Inquiry 
Indian Research Fund Aesociation, that one out of 
BIX patients diagnosed as suffering from Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis has turned out to he a student, 
and 70 per cent of such students belong to the 
different colleges in Calcutta The fact that

students foim a laige propoition of the victims of 
this teriible disease should give us real cause foi 
alarm. It is a most important social and economic 
pioblem, and if not taken in hand eaily will undei- 
mine our vitality as a nation and oiu efficiency and 
capacity foi woik and earning oui biead Dr Dkil 
is piepaiing a scheme foi me to fit in with the 
activities of oui Students’ Welfaie Committee One 
of the things most necessaiy is an X-iay Plant and I 
tiust some one will piesent the University with an 
X-ray appaiatus for taking skiagiams of the chest, 
which is absolutely necessaiy for an early detection 
of the disease The capital expenditure foi this 
puipose would be Es. 8,000 and the lecurrmg cost 
not more than Es 200 a month It should not be 
difficult to find this amount for piotectmg our 
student population from this deadly scouige. 

By the means mentioned above, we can detect 
the early cases which have the best chances of 
lecovery The University, however, has no funds 
fiom which it could take the responsibility of pio- 
viding Sanatoiium tieatment or any kind of special 
treatment that may be necessary AVith a strong 
body of public opinion behind it, a lesponsible 
Government and the people of the country should 
take urgent lead in the matter, and with public 
benefactions and Government encouragement, find 
adequate means foi combating this wffiite plague 
Vfhich IS eating into the very Titals of the nation. ' 
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Tee IdijiEs or Eddoatior 

Thus fnr I im\o given n few suggcstionB bj 
winch wo cm improve the henith and welfare of 
our student community and make our educational 
institutions more useful in turning out persons 
properly equipped for the different vocations of life 

Graduates of the tmivcrsity, I feel I must 
tell you on this important day in your life that 
education is not merely a means of earning a hveh- 
hood Important as it is as a means of livelihood, 
its great use is to make our lives better and more 
useful not only for ourselves, but for olbcn, in 
short, to make us better men and women 

With the mechanisation of the world man will 
cease to bo less and less ol a drudge and a machine 
Life will have larger and larger patches of Icisun. 
While we work and toil for wages while we earn 
and spend, our true and real interests in life do not 
cipress themselves The most important problem 
of education to day is how best to utilise our leisure 
It IB the way in which we utilize our leisure, we 
spend our idle moments, that develops the innate 
spirit of our mind Enrich your life with interests 
other than those by means of which you earn your 
livehhood — the ]oy and pleasure of it is immense 
On the scene of human life, there is nothing nobler 
and more beautiful than a good man or a good 
woman The value of your University education 
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will be judged by its ideals and its results, by its 
capacity to uproot the baser instincts of human 
nature, of passion and hatred and to produce such 
types as will help to heal the feuds, the dissensiouw^, 
the animosities and fanaticisms that unhappily mark 
our present-day India. 

If your vision has been widened and your mind 
enlightened by a true and liberal education you 
should be the missionaries of Truth and Toleiation. 

Has your education transcended the three 
Gunas (Satya, Bajah, and Tamah) mentioned in the 
ancient philosophy of the Hindus? If it has, you 
must have dispelled from within your minds the 
darkness of ignorance and have emancipated your- 
selves from the bondage of bigotry, denominational 
bias and race hatred. There are no restrictions, 
there are no injunctions, there are no prohibitions 
which compel you to exclusiveness, narrow-minded- 
ness and selfishness. 

“ Nistraigiinye pathi vicharatam ko vidhih, 
ko nishedhah.’- 

(For one who has transcended the three Gunas, 
what injunctions are there, what prohibitions?) 

Let education produce such broad-minded and 
self-reliant citizens imbued with the true spirit of 
toleration and infused with true courage, and 
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Elrengtli of mind is would refuse to lie led like 
dumb, drwen cattle and be utilized os petty pawns 
Bo resolute and do not yield and succumb to tlie 
subtle temptation of earning cheap popularity and 
applause “ The dull senses and the hea\'v lidded 
eyes of the public more often applaud a mislcader 
rather than the honest leader, but the future and 
time IS the best judge of one s work and accomplish 
ment In the words of the great lord Clicncellor 
of England — ‘ In the long war between falsehood 
and truth, falsehood wins the first battle, and truth 
always the last Will you stand witness to 
the great Unucreity ideals of lo\e and truth or will 
you not?

Mr. yiCE-CHANCELLOR, LaDIES AND GrENTLEMEN, 

Let me begin by thanking you all for the wel- 
come you have extended to me on the hist occasion 
of my coming among you as youi Chancellor, and 
you Sir, particularly, for the waimth of the teims in 
which the University’s welcome has been ex- 
pressed. I fully recognise that, whatever may be 
the position in other countries, in India the post 
of Chancellor is no mere titular honour but a posi- 
tion carrying with it serious duties and responsi- 
bilities It is for this very reason, as it seems to 
me, that there may be solid advantages both to the 
University and to Government in the statutory pro- 
vision which lequires one man to double the roles of 
Chancllor and Governor Embarrassing as the 
position may sometimes be to the holder it affords 
to either body an interpreter to the other of its aims 
and of its methods Univeisity and Government 
alike have their definite responsibilities under the 
Act but, as both are prompted by the same ideal, 
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Tlio A(Kincctnciit ot Leirmng, tlicrc ib no \orj 
ob\ious reason wlij Uiesc respective rcsponsibiUties 
should lead to antagonism It vvill bo mj earnest 
endeavour while I am jour Chnneellor to ensure 
that the friendlj relations of mutual understinding 
which were established m the time of mj prcdeccs 
Bor shall continue and develop, and to that end 1 
can assure jou that the good offices which my dual 
capacity cnahles me to cacrcisc will bo at the dis 
posal ot both, to smooth over such diftcrciiccs as 
may from time to time arise and to promote the 
good ot the University and of education generally in 
this Province, in both ot which, alike ns Chan 
cellor and as Governor, I am keenly interested 
Having this as ray inspiration I am rmboldencd to 
ospress the hope that the University will find me 
not less sympathetic and hclptul than my picdccos 
Eor to whom the Vice Chancellor has paid an elo 
quent and well merited tribute this afternoon 

The Symdicato and Senate, as was only to be 
expected, have given expression to their sense ot the

exert their influence over students and guardians

all those whose studies aie as yet uncompleted not 
to allow themselves to be diverted fiom the purpose 
which brings them together in schools and college^ 
into what must be to them at piesent the bairer 
wastes of municipal or national polemics 

As we have been reminded by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, the University has during the past year suf- 
fered serious losses by death and retirement Wc 
remember with gratitude all these members of this 
Senate, distinguished in their various spheres, who 
have contributed to the good name of the Univer- 
sity and thereby to the service of the country Their 
memory cannot but stand as a challenge to the pre- 
sent generation to emulate their achievements and 
to equal or surpass them in then contribution to the 
changing requirements of the times

On the other side the Uniaernt) is to be con 
gratulated on Iriing wcured the ecriicts of etnincnl 
lecturers from India and from outside to bring to 
our graduates the fruits of their own expcriciico and 
rcscarcfi m manj fields 

I join with the Vice Chancellor in welcoming 
the munificence of Dr Ilarendracoomar Mookerjeo 
whoso generous offer takes a moit practical form 
It is no dieparagcmcnt of previous beaofactions to 
stress the obvious advantages — amid the condi 
tions, cspeciall}, with which wc arc faced to daj — 
of an offer w Inch prov ides stipends rather than gold 
medals and envisages practical as well ns tlicoro 
tical training Wo are under a deep debt of grati 
tudo to Di Mool erjeo my hope is that otlieis wall 
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be inspired by Ins example to make endowments of 
a similar chaiactei for vocational education 

The Vice-Chancellor has referred to ceitam 
important changes, favouied by the Senate, in the 
regulations governing the curriculum of the Matii- 
culation Examinations Of these perhaps the most 
far-ieaching as well as the most controversial is the 
provision for mstiuction and examination through 
the medium of the vernacular This is a matter of 
veiy gieat impoitance to the futuie of Bengal and 
one on which stiong views are held and cogent 
arguments can be adduced on one side and the other 
It IS a mattei calling for the most careful consi- 
deration of Government, but I shall make it my 
object to see that the pioposal is dealt with as ex- 
lieditiously as is consistent with the importance of 
the issues involved Consider able discussion there 

is bound to be and I have no doubt that the Hon’ble 
Minister will give opportunity for the elucidation 
and, if possible, the solution in Conference of any 
points of differ ence or difficulty that may emerge 
I have learnt with interest that the University 
are studying the possibilities of Sir Daniel 
Hamilton’s proposals for the employment of young 
men of the hradralog class in co-opeiative work, 
rural reconstruction and the development of agri- 
culture I shall be glad to see the conclusions at 
which the University’s Committee of investigation 
arrive.

it IS a matter of sincere Batisfactioii to Goiernracnt 
also, — that in certain directions tho University of 
Calcutta has made rapid and definite progress in 
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lecent yeais In post-graduate teaching and re- 
seaich, development has been paiticulaily fruitful 
You have among you investigators who have earned 
reputations extending far beyond the boundaries of 
this province and countiy You have provided the 
necessaiy facilities for many of your ablest graduates 
to continue their studies under expert guidance 
All this is good and the University may justly be 
proud of it But there are other aspects of oui edu- 
cational system which we cannot regard with com- 
placency aspects which vitally concern us as a 
University, as a Government, as a Province, as a 
people 

No one can study the latest general survey of 
Indian education, the report of the Haitog Com- 
mittee, without being driven to the conclusion that 
while Bengal may lead all the provinces in the num- 
ber of her educational institutions she no longer en- 
joys her old position of jiie-emmence in the quality 
of the training these institutions impart There is 
evidence which, I am afraid, we cariuot ignoie that 
Bengal no longer leads the way in education It is 
the fact that in the open competitive examinations 
our youths no longer hold their own Can one 
doubt that the standards of the Universities in some 
of the other Provinces are higher or that then 

schools and colleges are on the average better 
equipped and manned than others'? Leaving out 

of account comparison with other provinces, what 
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do compintnc figores for Bengal alone rIiow? In 
the fnc jears ending aaitli the aenr IHSl 32 onr 
colleges increased hj seacn, from 11 to 51, hut the 
numbers of students on the rolls fell during the same 
period from o\er 25,000 to just o\or 21,500 Does 
not this betohen a dissipation of effort? And if that 
IS the position Mitli the colleges the position Mitli 
the recognised schools is still worse The number 
of high schools in Bengal is greater than that of 
nnj two proiinccs put together but their general 
standard is undoublcdl) far too low No school can 
give proper training which has not at its disposal 
adequate financial rusourcca for stall and equipment 
jet the enormous number of our high schools re 
duces at once the aacrage fee income and the aver 
ago grant that is available to each so ‘hat most of 
them must ONist precarioush , unable to offer terms 
■which the b"Bt teachers maj justlj expect or to pro 
aade the equipment ncccs„arj for a wide range of 
studies This I feel, is a xerj serious problem for 
the results of the present Bjstem are not confined to 
the academic side It is not mcrclv that too mans 
of our students come up ill trained and ill prepared 
but that a great number of them finish their edu 
cational career w ithout lia\ mg had the least chance 
to acquire those characteristics of mind and oliarac 
ter ■which alone can make them useful in the public 
life of their country, — ^independence of judgment 
habits of discipline, of self restraint and of co 
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operation, toleiance and understanding of othei 
points of view, initiative and enteipiise, readiness 
to shoulder responsibility, and the patience of true 
wisdom Tu the future, the very near future 
when Bengal is called upon to undertake the les- 
ponsibihties of an autonomous province, these are 
the qualities which she will demand of her sons and 
daughters My fear is that if they are not developed 
in school and college they will not be developed at 
all 

And again, are we not now all coming round 
to the view that our present system of training, the 
somewhat narrow, unifoim, literary training that 
IS given m our schools, is responsible m some 
measure at least for the accentuation of our nrcsent 
economic and social difficulties, the widespread un- 
employment, the distiess of the lower middle classes, 
the failure to create and take advantage of nev 
avenues of honourable industries and business? 
Many boys come to school and go on to college be- 
cause they cannot find anjdhing else to do but 
wlien tliey pass out of school and college they are 
little bcttoi off and have the added grievance of an 
education that piove disappointing and deceiitive 
I have alluded to the Haitog report, Sii 
Philip iiaitog is not one who need be suspected of 
being out of S3mpath} vith Indian educational 
ideals and Indian Unneisities Let me now give 
j'oii a quotation from a book which I have iccently 
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been rciding,— tlic Life and E\]icricnccB, of

Pnplndlnclnndrn Roj The two Ijniicrsitics 
of Cnlcnlt'i and Jfadns hue become Ino huge fac 
tones for mass production of graduates As if these 
Here not cnougli a number of neu Unuersities 
lia\c recenth cropped up in quick succession 
Tins inordinate insane crarc — almost n mama — 
for securing a degree has licen norl ing infinite mis 
chief — it has become almost a canl or eating into tbe 
icrv Mtals of intellectual life and progress ’ And 
ho goes on to explain that ‘ A serious draubacl 
incidental to and I am afraid almost inseparable 
from, the present ill understood and misconccucd 
notions of Uniicrsitj training is that the joung man 
thus turned out betrajs as a rule lamentable lack 
of initiatiie resourcefulness and pluck iihcn he is 
thrown upon the world and has to fight his waj 
through it While there la a gain in quantity 
there is a corresponding deterioration in qiialitj 

These arc not mj words thej liaxo fallen from 
one whoso own academic record is of the highest 
distinction and whose independence of outlook 
moreover no one would, I believe, question 

Now ladies and gentlemen, these problems 
exist and no one can shut his eyes to their existence 
I mention them to day not because I have an) 
ready made solution, — still less in any spirit o^ 
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criticism or with any intention of imputing blame 
As I have said on another occasion, we have to a 
large extent inheiited a system which has given 
good service in its day, but has now outlived the 
period of its maximum utility The point that I 
am anxious to make to-day is this in the svstem 
of our higher education three authorities are con- 
cerned, Government and the two Universities of 
Calcutta and Dacca As matters stand no one of 
these can hope single-handed to solve even those 
pioblems with which it is itself piimarily concerned 
Taking the pioblem as a whole it is essentially a 
case for concerted action for a pooling of expeiience 
and ideas Matters like the overhauling of the exa- 
mination system, the reformation of the school 
curriculum, the re-orgamsation of school and col- 
lege education geneially, the possibility of Jinking 
up University activities with practical experience 
in industry and commeice, these are but a few of 
the problems for the successful solution of which 
friendly and intimate discussion between the thiec 
authorities interested seems to afPoid the best if not 
the only prospect 

Take again a matter like vocational guidance, 
a subject to which the Yice-Chancellor has made 
leference to-day Vocational guidance would seem 
to be a matter primarily for the Universities them- 
selves, professing as they do to equip then students 
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for tlio ri.spoii'^iliilitic'; of life, but here ngam 1 nm

do all that is in m) power in my triple capacity w 
bead of the Goicrnmcnt and as Cliancellor of two 
Universities to secure Ibo smooth and effective 
working of any machinery wc may together dense 
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for the examination and solution of the vast prob- 
lems that aie before us 

But in looking to the future I must not forget 
the piesent or those who to-day have leceived in 
doctorates, medals and diplomas the hall-mark of a 
University training To them I offer my sincere 
congratulations and good wishes Some few, I do 
not doubt, intend to remain and seek higher honoms 
in the blanches of learning of their choice Others 
and they must be the great majoiity aie now 
going out into the world and going at a time when, 
if the economic horizon is still clouded with dif&- 
culties, theie would seem to he a good prospect of 
new life and fiesh development for this Province 
under the political and financial arrangements out- 
lined in the pionouncement of JdLis Majesty’s Go 
vernment To those who find themselves aftei 
years of prepaiation now on the thieshold of a caieer, 
may I, in the University’s name and my own, ex 
press the hope that they may be wisely guided and 
that the world may use them well?

One of our late Clianccllors Lord Chelmsford, 
passed awav last April It was during the Vico 
royalty of this groat friend of India that the Cal 
outta University Commission came out and the 
Montagu Chelmsford Constitutional Eeforms were 
inaugurated He was the last Viceroy Chancellor 
of this University 

Death has also removed from our midst one of 
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the* 'oldest* Fellows of the University, who after 
seivmg as an active member of the Senate from 
1887 for nearly 18 years, became an TTonoiar}- 
Fellow for life under Loid Cnrzon’s University 
Act of 1904 The eldest son of Nawab Bahadur 
Abdul Latif, C I E , the accredited leader of the 
Muslims of his time, Nawab A F M Abdur Eah- 
man inheiited from his father a position, chaiacter 
and ability which he put to gieat use FTe was a 
man of many-sided activities and he possessed 
eneigy, tact and powei of work in a wonderful 
measme On this occasion I recall in affectionate 
memory his many acts of kindness to me, not only 
as a kinsman, but as a member of the Muslim com- 
munity whose inteiests he seived with ability and 
devotion 

I have also to mouin the death of one of the 
geneious benefactors of our University, Siimati 
Sailasuta Devi, founder of the Eadhikamohan en- 
dowment of Es 1,50,000 for the development of 
Applied Science and Scientific Tudustry and Edu- 
cation among the Bengali Brahmins 

I have also to refei to the death of Sir Bipin- 
kiishna Bose, K C I E , late Yice-Chancellor ot 
the Nagpur Univeisity and one of oui earliest 
giaduates It will be ungrateful if I do not mention 
his generous assistance to this Umveisity at a time 
of gieat financial distiess Though the amount of 
the donation was not large, we appieciate the spon-

The Eashbehary Ghose Piofessor of Botany, 
Dr S P Aghaikai, has discussed wuth me his pio- 
posals legal ding the introduction of an alternative 
course foi impaiting a knowledge of practical Bo 
tany for agncultuial purposes This ceitainly is a 
most useful scheme, but it will lequire money to pay 
foi the additional staff which would be necessary 
and I hope some public-spiiited peisons will come 
foi ward with endowments foi this specific purpose, 
because the solution of the unemployment pioblem 
of the BJiadralok class will to a ceitain extent be 
met by a knowledge of Applied Botany to agricul- 
ture 

Endowments have been made for technical 
tiaimng and female education, but I would also like 
to see people to come foi ward to help the cause of 
physical culture On seveial occasions I have em- 
phasised the impoitance of physical education 
and in my last addiess pointed out the tuberculosis 
menace for the student community We have re- 
cently appointed a qualified giaduate to organise 
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Rports Vi9ntc\cr wc miplit <lo is iindcqintc in 
flic ficc of fins ippiliing need nnli ss onr efforfs w 
supplemented b\ those of others nnd unless more 
monej is forthcoming for drsuing up a echeme for 
the protection nnd improiemcnt of the heiltli of our 
student communitj

I have, so fai, not mentioned the Faculty of 
Philosophy It is often compaied with our Post- 
Giaduate Depaitment in Arts and theiefoie it in 
necessaiy to explain that on the Continent all sub- 
jects winch are not comprised undei the five facul- 
ties mentioned above, aie included under that of 
Philosophy, e g , Moial Philosophy, Pohtical His- 
toiy, Liteiature, Psychology, Fine Arts, Archaeo- 
logy, Atsionomy and even Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistiy, etc The exception referred to bv me 
consists in the fact that such students as are de- 
sirous of devoting their life to scholarly lesearch 
]oin the Faculty of Philosophy and do not partici- 
pate in what in a naiiow sense might he termed 
‘ ‘ Professional Education ’ ’ A point to be no- 
ticed is that, as in India, the Univeisities have been 
producing moie graduates than can possibly be ab 
soibed by the vaiious vocations As a result of this. 
University diploma-holders aie employed at a less

kind of education enables the students to think for 
themselves, to analyse complicated situations, to 
aiiive at logical solutions, and to successfully face 
unexpected situations single-handed and alone 

One cannot help admiring in these institutmns 
the fact that, inspite of great peisonal liberty ac- 
coided to them by tiadition, the students have to 
obseive a high standaid of discipline A visitor 
to-day IS as gieatly impressed as Emerson was in his 
days by the sight of “ twelve hundred young men, 
compiismg the most spirited of the aristocracy ” 
being “ locked up eveiy night and the portei at 
each Hall being requiied to give the name of any 
belated student ’ ’ The combination of liberty, con- 
ducive to the fostering of a sense of lesponsibiuty 
and peisonal dignity, with an enlightened but exi- 
gent discipline is a featuie of English academic 
life which it should be the aim of every educationist 
to translate to his own countiy Another remaik- 
able chaiactenstic is the importance laid upon phy- 
sical culture In my Convocation addiess of 1931 
I had drawn a piteous pictuie of the health of oui 
student community At the English Universities 
it is not the bespectacled, the nariow-chested and 
the weak-legged student who get the Honours deg- 
lees, but one who has been able to balance mental 
alertness with first-class physical fitness This is a 
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hct tlio importance of rrliioh cannot liut be too often 
rcitentcil c'^pccinllj bj one with meflicil c\pcricnco 
tor wliom moral nntl intellectual cnpacitica nro un 
conditionnllN linked until a clean capable and 
bcaltlij bod} 

Let us non turn to our Indian Universit} prob 
Icms Tlioiigli our educational ajsfem is >.oniposed 
of racultics u-bicli are constituted to giro stricth 
professional education sucli ns Lau , ‘Medicine, En 
gincering, etc , the largest number of our students 
are absorbed b} the non professional racultics ITbe 
last majoriU of our B A , M A , B Sc and M Sc 
students come ncitiicr from an opulent class nor do 
they stand a fair chance of reaching high esccutiac 
posts under Goaernmont or in business and finance 
From the latest aaailable figures in the Enncrsih 
oflices it appears that during the }car lt)33 there 
were under the Umaersit} of Calcutta 1,243 affi 
hated schools which sent out about 20,768 caiidi 
dates for the Matriculation Examination, out of 
whom 13,693 passed Amongst these, 8 209 took 
their admission into the GO colleges affiliated to the 
Eniaorsity Out of the 1 023 successful I Sc can 
didatcs, only 235 took their admission in the tuo 
Medical Colleges and 64 in the one Engineering 
College Of the 3,309 successful B A and B be 
students only 822 have joined the three Law Col 
legos affiliated to the Emvcrsit} These are ihe 
figures for a University where the total number of 
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students in the affiliated colleges is 30,805, of whom 
18,500 reside m Calcutta alone 

So fai as students of pine Aits and Science 
subjects, whether of the Tnteimcfhate oi the Degiee 
stages, are concerned, T find that a majoiity of them 
continue their studies, not because they feel a call, 
but because neithei they noi then guardians liave 
thought of anything bettei to do They follow the 
lure of the beaten track and drift from schools to 
the Intel mediate and thence to the Degree classes- 
from sheei ineitia Such a state of things cannot 
conduce to the highest development of the special 
gifts of a laige numbei of student'^' and tins can only 
be set light by opening up ficsh avenues for then 
activities and giving them a lead and a vocational 
guidance quite early in life 

We are all aware of the lestricted chances 
which exist for our giaduates Tlie number of un- 
employed giaduates is yearly inci easing and this is 
not solely due to the present ciisis No economn; 
piosperity is likely to absorb all our graduates I 
do not know if, in the manner of Continental Uni- 
versities, we will have to limit the numbei of ad- 
missions of students, but ceitainly something shouli^ 
be done for picking out the most suitable students 
for higher and cultural education While on the one 
hand those of our >students who aie not fit for cul- 
tural education should resolutely set themselves to 
the task, occasionally unpleasant, of learning what

ment must ho counteracted Iij n sane nnd well con 
Bidcred ediieationnl polica answennp the immediato 
needs of the moment No less a person than 
Eahindrannth Taporc avho cannot he suspected of 
class prejudices, in Ins inanpnral TTnivcrsita lecture 
at which I had the honour to preside advocated 
avhat in Ins poetic language, he called the narroav 
54 
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mg of the meshes in oiii educational net if we real- 
ly wish to capture a rich booty In my Convoca- 
tion addiess of last yeai I had suggested, and I take 
the liberty of doing so again, that G-overnment 
should not attach undue importance to examination 
results as essential qualifications for enteimg bcr- 
vice, but institute a hoard where physical fitness, 
strength of chaiactei, personality and mental agility 
might be legaided as tests of proficiency This 
change in attitude it would be necessaiy to well 
advertise in ordei to detei parents from foicing 
their children to follow an ineffectual academic 
path In schools, too, I would strongly urge that 
prizes and medals should not he given only to those 
who obtain high marks in studies and for meek con- 
duct, hut marks should also He awarded for scout- 
ing, sports, debating contests, and games which 
teach the value of team-woik 

Address to Lady Graduates 

This year I would like to hieak the tradition 
by addressing not the graduates geneially, hut the 
women graduates of our University

mind IS certiin, that the mnjoritj of jour sc\ will 
find tlic sphere of nctnitj hrailcd bj their homes 
nnd it is onlj n tow among jou who will be seeking 
employment in the public or tcolimcnl services 
Therefore it is impcntne that join education should 
be of such n nature ns to enable jou to fulfil your 
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obligations in the home to which such high ivalue 
IS attached by Indian tiadition. It should be oui 
bounden duty, now that the movement is young, 
to find useful outlets for your intellectual cmiosity. 
In the light of experience gained in this country 
and elsewhere, we have seriously to consider the 
special kind of education which would be best suited 
for you in conformity with your habits and tradi- 
tions, the lequirements of your health and happi- 
ness. !We could supply you with a new cmTicula, 
but we have not the means of according to you 
separate educational institutions as yet Hence it 
IS that we aie faced with the Problem of Co-educa- 
tion which has so many passionate advocates and 
antagonists. Co-education argues a free associa- 
tion of our young men and women in schools and 
colleges, which has not yet been peimitted in their 
social relations outside the class loom It is still a 
plant of foreign giowth which has not sufficiently 
acclimatised itself to :^ts new environments, but 
tlie time is fast approaching when socieLy is bound 
to sanction a certain amount of freedom of associa- 
tion which will undoubtedly develop new social le- 
lations between the sexes In our University, co- 
education in the Post-Giaduate Depaitment is al- 
leady an established fact, though it is not a univer- 
sally accepted pimciple in the stage of graduation 
except in the Medical Colleges At the High School 
stage we have in ceitain cases adopted the device of 
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liolilnig girls cIt- (s III liojs scliooK in tin, imirn 
mgs i iiinki'lntt irraiioimml i liiili i iimliililj 
tin bt-il (luring tlit triiioition iktukI iiiid iinikr tlic

chains of the past Here the aspirations of all com 
muniticb ought to be one, hero the clniuib of cli- 
mate, religion and Boeinl authoritj should be fore 
gone m the umtj of an uudiiided mm It is to this 
future that I mute )ou to look, to this hope to turn 
for consolation, to this goal to concentrate jour 
efforts In the future jou will play an increasingly 
important part m bocial life, in progress and the 
transformation of our ideals ioii will indeed be 
the citocutivcs of our ideas of health, hygiene, soonl

health topics In spite of professional pre-occupa- 
tions he has found time to take a part in the public 
life of the Piovince, having been a member of the 
fiist leformed Legislative Council of Bengal and 
indeed its Deputy Piesident 

It was, therefore, with an assured position in 
other walks of life that at the invitation of the Local 
Government he undeitook, in 1930, the duties of 
Vice-Chancellor of India’s largest University, being 
the first membei of the Moslem community to at- 
tain that position His tenuie of this high office 
was renewed for a second teim in 1932 and the 
four yeais of his Vice-Chancellorship have, there- 
fore, covered a peiiod of consideiable difficulty and 
anxiety, political and economic, from which the 
University has not been by any means exempt. If

Ins own I tliiiik all members of the Senate and 
cierj section of tbc Umicrsitj would paj a tiibiite 
His term of olTice lias seen important and 
laluablc ebanges and reforms witbin tbe Uniier 
sitj Altliougli tbc lines of tbc re organisation of 
tbe Post Gradu itc Departments of Arts and Science 
were laid down bj i Committee picsidcd oicr bj 
bis predecessor, it was during Sir Hassan s term 
that the recommendations of that important com 
mittee were translated into fact so far as the limits 
of the budget permitted In the Departments of 
Arabic and Persian of whose Board of Studies he 
was himself President and in the Faculty of Me 
dioine of which ho was Dean important changes 
65 
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have been effected or initiated, and I can myself 
testify to the help and suppoit I have leceived from 
the ^hce-Chancelloi in the pmsnit of a policy, on 
which we weie agieed, of effecting a giadual l/ioad- 
ening of the basis of the composition of the Senate 
by seeming piopei lepresentation foi communities 
which has hitheito been eithei iinrepiesentcd or in- 
adequately represented theie 

It IS however not only in the legulation of the 
mteiioi economy of the Umveisity that Sir Hassan 
has lendered service He has lepiesented the Uni- 
veisity on the Couits of othei Univeisities in India 
and has been oui ambassador oveiseas In 1931 
he was the Leader of the Indian Delegation to the 
Biitish Empiie Univeisities Congiess and again in 
1933 he lepresented this University at the celebra- 
tions connected with the laying by His Majesty the 
King Empeioi of the foundation stone of the new 
buildings of the Umveisity of London It was pe- 
cuhaily fitting that at these celebiatioiis the Vice- 
Chancelloi of the University of Calcutta should be 
given a pioniinent part The Umveisity of London 
piovided the model on winch our own Umveisity 
was foimed and moulded, and the conferment on 
0111 Vice-Chancelloi of the honoiaiy degiee of Doctor 
of Laivs of London a distinction, I believe, not 
oidinaiily bestowed outside the Biitish Isles may 
be taken, I hope, not only as a well meiited compli- 
ment to Sii Hassan Suhiawaidy himself but also as 
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rccopiiilion l)j tlio older I)od\ of tin pnsUinn wliidi 
iN \oiingtr sister Ins nttnimd in tlio ninks of tlip 
world s sndLiinc Inslitntmiis
